State Supreme Court 
Drops Reapportionment

RICHMOND — * The Virginia Supreme Court of Appeals Monday ruled that Virginia Beach 
City Council does not |>ossess the power to reapportion itself and on that basis dismissed, a 
petition directing council to redistrid and reapportion the council seat!. 

The court action climaxed a case that has been pending since last April when four 
residents from heavily |>opulated boroughs petitioned the court for a writ of mandamus directing 
council to redistrid the city and reapportion the s 'ats. They contended their council representation 
was only a fraction of that enjoyed by less po|iu!ated boroughs.

The court opinion stated that 
the General Assembly, in the 
city charter, provided for no re- 
apportionment until Jan. 1, 
1968 "and this provision of 
charter prevails over the general 
provisions for reapportionment 
of other cities."

Representing 
the city was City Attorney 
George Vakos and Richmond at- 
torneys Harry Frazier III and 
Archibald G. Robertson of the 
law firm of Hunton, Williams, 
Gay, Powell & Gibson.

DR. WHITEHURST IS 
SCHOOL SPEAKER

VIRGINIA BEACH — Dr. 
William Whitehurst, dean of stu- 
dents at Old Dominion College, 
spoke on "Thankfulness' at the 
Thanksgiving assembly of senior 
and junior classes at Virginia 
Beach High School last Wed- 
nesday. 

He emphaszed the qualities of 
courage, tact, kindness, integrity 
and, above all, honesty and asked 
the group "how can anyone live 
in America and not be thank- 
ful?" 

"It's had to be thankful for 
something we've always had," 
Dr. Whitehurst said. "When 
things come cheaply, there is no 
thankfulness. For something to 
be valuable, it must bring ef- 
fort and sacrifice. 

'Too often, in my work, I 
run into the milk-toast student, 
the one who attempts to weasel 
me out of a diploma, bringing 
along his parents to defend his 
arguments, the student who 
would seem to prefer basket- 
weaving to math, and the one 
who won't get up and study, and 
the one who loses his or her pre- 
cious reputation over a triviality 
... for when once lost, it seems 
gone forever. 

"Be thankful for the things 
taken for granted here in this 
country; food, electricity, good 
health, clothes, freedom of speech 
and religion. We have so much 
compared to nations who have 
so little. There are millions who 
look up to America — they ex- 
pect more of us. 

"That's why the assassination 
of the late President Kennedy 
was such a deflating blow to the 
world. To have wealth is one 
thing, to misuse it is another." 

The students gave Dr. White- 
hurst a six-minute standing ova- 
tion at the conclusion of his talk. 

He was introduced by Amy 
Davenport who outlined his ex- 
tensive educational achievements 
and his world-wide travels.

The Portland, Oregon, Journal recently 
touched on two aspects of maritime affairs 
which, it believes, are insufficiently real- 
tied: "One is that the nation which is the 
principal threat to peace, the Soviet Union, 
is making strenuous and remarkably suc- 
cessful efforts to become a world sea 
power for the first time. The other is that 
with all the advances in air transportation 
and our investment in space research, our 
Navy and merchant marine still are vital to 
America's safety and prosperity, and will 
remain so." * J 

The merchant marine, in other words, Is 
as much a part of sea power as the Navy 



itself. The Soviets recognize this-ln fact, 
they aren't only trying to become a world 
see power, but hope to be THE world sea 
power in the foreseeable future. They ere* 
In the midst of a merchant marine buHdlng 
program of enormous scope. Their new 
ships are excellent in every respect. Even 
though much of the Soviet economy is lag- 
ging, there is no slowing down In this— 
the order is full speed ahead. 

Ships-merchant ships, flying their coun- 
tries' flags-are prime cold war weepons. 
They are instruments wifh which world 
economic strength, influence and prestige 
are built. U. S. merchant marine policy 
must always reflect that truth. And Ameri- 
can shippers can be of the greatest help in 
this contest for control of the seas by spec 
Ifying that their cargoes move on U. S.- 
flag vessels whenever possible.

There is much that is highly debatable 
in Senator Proxmlre's new book, "Can 
Small Business Survive?". But one of the 
main points he makes is simply incontro- 
vertible: "Since World War II, expansion 
through retained earnings has become 
more difficult, especially for small busi- 
ness. Higher taxes immediately take away 
a big chunk of the profits, while ever- 
soaring equipment costs demand a higher 
level of capital expenditure for efficient 
production. Without that efficiency, no 
businessman can compete for long ... At 
the very time when business capital re- 
quirements ere greatest, therefore, re- 
tained prof Hi m* minima 



The various palliatives offered as solu- 
tion* to the problems of small business- 
such as floods of government* loans— can't 
and don't, do anything about destructive 
taxation. Sound small business-just like 
sound business of any size— has to be able 
to stand on its own feet, earn a decent 
profit, and finance expansion in the nor- 
mal end traditional way. But the tex sys- 
tem, imposed by the very government 
which is concerned with smaH business, 
stands in the way, 

If small business is to be helped and 
encOuraaed, we need to go to the root of 
the trouble and not just try to deal with 
some of the symptoms.

VIRGINIA BEACH — As 
the due date approaches for pay- 
ment of city taxes, mail at the 
treasurer's office is getting heav- 
ier and heavier. Virginia Beach 
City Treasurer V. A. Etherid^e 
said that a full 80 per cent of 
city tax money comes by mail. 

To handle this large mail, five 
extra girls have been hired for 
the tax season — October through 
early December. As of today, 
busy workers are only one day 
behind in mail handling. 

As usual, a very heavy mail 
is expected to arrive at the last 
minute. 

December 5 is the deadline 
for paying city tax without a five 
per cent penalty.- But as this falls 
on Saturday, and the treasurer's 
office is closed on Saturdays, 
some procrastinators are going to 
be a little unhappy about waking 
so long. 

If you happen to be one who 
somehow just hasn't gotten 
around to writing that check, 
you've got until midnight Satur- 
day to get it in the mail. For 
those who pay in person, Fri- 
day is it. 

Going by the averages, about 
IS per cent of the city's resi- 
dents will fail to meet the due 
date. That means 83 per cent 
of all residents pay before De- 
cember 3. 

By the end of June, 93 per 
cent will have paid their tax —

OCEANA — The city and the 1 Princess Anne] County Histori- 
cal Society have again joined forces to save a historical huidmarje 
from being destroyed by monstrous machines of progress. 

With preservation of Pembroke Manor still pending, city 
officia's and members af. the society late ajready launched Ma 
second battle, life latest is to save the 2&£-year-old Walke house 
which sits on the right-of-way of the planned Virginia Beach- 
Xorfolk toll road. Pi 

Acquisition of the old building has been no problem— the State 
Highway Department has agreed to give it jo the society— -but 
preserving it is another matter. 

The house site and about 80 acres of surrounding land wisT 
be used by the highway department as a borrow pit for the Mas 
road. Highway officials want the structure either torn down or 
moved. 

The society hopes tosobtain property close to the present salt 
dii which to place the house. But the purchase of additional 
erty and moving the building poses a rather staggering fin 
burden on the society's limited funds. 

The house move itself may also cause unforseen problems. 
Built in 1759 by Major Thomas Walke. the 2-story Georgian howe 
is constructed of unbaked brick. Whether . or .not the brick wiB 
survive 'the stress of a move remains to be -seen. Its present owner 
has doubts, . . 

"The brick is so porous we painted it white to cut down on 
the dampness/' Mrs. Rodney M. Malbon said. "The old Eastern 
Shore Chapel brick was the same kind and very little of that 
was 'saved for the new chapel.* It just disentegrated into powder." 

The main interest right now, however, is to make an attempt 
to move the hquse rather than have" it torn dowm Its historical value 
would compensate for the expense incurred by the move. , 

Major Walke was a member of one of Ptmeess Anne County's 
wealthiest and most prominent famines. He was known as a lover 
of beauty and selected for his home a site oj& the southern branch 
of Wolf Snare Creek; It was constructed among mammon beech 
and oak trees and was acclaimed for its beautifully carved 'paneling. 

It was an ( unusually large house for the period ; foar rooms 
witli fireplaces on the ground floor, four rooms and three fire- 
places on -the second floor, two large hallways and a basement and 
attic of equal space to the house. A full stairway extending from 
the ground floor into the altic actually makes he house three 
stories. 

The basement, which,, of course, will be lost regardless of 
what happens, has five fireplaces and an earthen floor. 

Historians believe that Major Walke built such a large home 
because of his' many children and, perhaps, to please his second 
wife Mary Anne, widow of John Thoroughgood. Also he needed 
space for the many things he bought from the Thoreughgood 
estate. »,«#• 

After his death in 1761, his widow married John Phripps and 
subsequent owners of the house were his daughters by'.his first 
wife: Nancy, who married John Willoughby and Molly, who mar- 
ried James Murdaugh. Other owners have been the Coruicks, the 
Battens, the Starks and the. Barrons. Mr. and Mrs. Malbon pur- 
chased the home from Mrs. Kate Barron in 1952' arid since that 
time have farmed and raised livestock on the property. 

Modern additions to the house and the loss of many of the 
Jarge trees have changed its appearance in recent years* But the 
historical value is still there and with today's progress destroying 
so many such landmarks, it is this value the society hopes, to 
preserve.

There are rto absolute rules for the use of color, but there are 
guides. , 

Try building a color scheme around an existing pattern in a 
fabric, wallpaper, rug, or a favorite picture, 
a^auonaaanaannaanj Always consider the amount and position of 
x>th natural and artificial light in a room. Note 
especially the northern and southern exposures 
if the room, using cool or warm colors accord- 
,ngly. 

Color repeated throughout a room can contrib- 
ite to a sense of unity, but too many colors in 
ne room will destroy unity. Color contrast is very 
iportant, as too much brightness U unnerving 
nd too much blandneas U dull. 
Use color to create architectural effects, to 
make rooms appear larger, to make ceilings appear 
Mr». Hatty uaal higher, etc. 

There are four basic areas of color: the major area of floor, 
walls, and ceiling ; large upholstered pieces and draperies ; smaller 
upholstered piecejrfcfiair seats, etc.; and accentf which include 
small accessories, small motifs in wallpaper, and fabrics. 

It is generally safe to start with neutral colors for larger areas 
and graduate in intensity with smaller areas. This breakdown of 
color areas should be kept flexible and used only as a guide. 

CHECK BABY'S SHOE SIZES 
EVERY 4 TO 7 WEEKS 

Shoe sixes for babies should be checked every four to seven 
weeks. 

Your baby's footwear from bootees onward must allow for 
the fact that his feet will be in the delicate process of developing 
bones and muscles. His ability to grip the floor as he crawls, or to 
take his first steps with assurance, will depend on proper fit of 
shoes. Bootees, then flexible shoes without sole*, and then 
shoes with more support, will allow his feet to grow normally. 
Since the feet grow very rapidly, checking shoe sires periodically 
is most important. 

The baby is going to outgrow his other clothes just as fast, so 
select basic clothes, even for dress-up garments. 

Baby's clothing should be light in weight, soft and loose-fitting, 
allowing free movement. It should have flat, smooth edges and 
seams which won't i>unch up beneath him. A baby is not a minia- 
ture adult, His clothes should pot imitate adult clothes. They 
should meet his needs for comfort and security. Choose domes 
of simple design so that he won't get tangled up ra them. Select 
styles that let you dress and undress him easily. 

Self -help garments are good. They aid in' developing a feeling 
of pride and independence. They help a child learn to use his small 
muscles. Be patient. Your child may get his clothes on backward 
at first, but praise helps and he will learn. Dresses, suits, coveralls 
of self-help design will feature such things as front openings, big 
huttons, and buttonholes, necklines large enough to sfip over the 
head easily. Knit fabric with built-in stretch as well as the new 
woven stretch fabrics are good. Avoid garments with ties, sashes, 
belts or' those which fasten at the back of the neck or down the 
back. The child needs aduk help with such garments. 

Look for: deep heme in dresses, deep cuffs in trousers; ad- 
justable straps on skirts, overalls and jumpers; garments with 
indefinite waistlines, raglan sleeves and extra length on boys 
shirts, and giriV blouses. Two-piece garments are good, too.

with his heavy armor. In the har- 
em, women always wore pants 
made of elaborate fabrics that 
more often than not were filmy 
and diaphanous.

Are men in favor of the new 
rage of pants for women?

Lee R. Steiner, noted psycholo- 
gist and consultant to the Denim 
Council has this to say on the 
subject: "Most men will say that 
pants defeminize a woman, yet 
they do hot really object to a 
woman in a well-cut, good look- 
ing pair of pants. As a matter of 
fact, they find them attractive. 
The new, tight pants are reveal- 
ing without actually exposing any 
part of the body and very flat- 
tering to the legs." "However", 
she continues, "there are some 
women who should never, under 
any circumstances, wear pants.

When 
their men went off to war, these 
modern women were faced wth 
the task of doing men's work in 
many areas. They found pants 
were much more comfortable for 
factory and heavy work and 
equally important, pants were 
warm while they were scurrying 
around during the long, cold 
winter months.

anal Project Gets 
Chamber of Comn 



The Virginia Beech Chamber ol Com- 
merce has officially gone on record en- 
dorsing the idea of a series of canals run- 
ning through #« City of Virginia Beech 
and has so notified the city manager in a 
letter sent to Mr. Hatchett this week. 

This newspaper is in accord with the 
action taken by the Board of Directors of 
the Virginia Beech Chamber of Commerce. 
We are inclined to feel that a majority of 
the members of the city council favor, at 
least, making a study of the proposed 
inals. 

It is true that some objection has been 
voiced from North Carolina interests in the 
matter, but no one really knows the city's 
needs better then those of us who live and 
wonV here. We believe it would be unwise 
to jump headlong into digging canals and 



building the necessary bridges but the 
whole project should be pursued until such 
time as a definite decision can be made. 

Certainly the foremost point in propos- 
ing a series of canals is the improvement 
in drainage for this sprawling city. That 
should be uppermost in the minds of city 
planners and we believe that this is the 
case. The sportsman's view and desire to 
do something to return wild game to the 
hunting areas is of a secondary nature, but, 
nonetheless, is an important aspect of the 
overall project. 

However, we repeat that objections not 
withstanding the city should explore the 
project thoroughly and we commend the 
Chamber of Commerce governing body for 
its support of the project. 
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It Seems The City Charter Was 
Well Thought Out Document 



The State Supreme Court dismissed a 
suit against the City this week in which 
four residents sought to have City Council 
call for en election to reapportion the city 
coundl seats among the various boroughs 
in the city. 

The high court quickly dismissed the 
suit on the simple ground that city council 
did not po tee n the authority to reapportion 
itself. Instead the court turned to the city 
charter which wes adopted by a vote of 
#» people of PXncess Anne County and 
#>e (Sty of VlrglnXi Beach when the voters 
overwhelmingly approved the merger of 
the county and dry which was effective 
on January 2, I9©3, 

Thjse who brought the suit may extend 



the legal process, but it would appear that 
the city charter, a well thought out docu- 
ment, has covered the matter of council 
representation and that coverage was ade- 
quately approved by the voters of the city. 
In substance, the, charter provides that 
in 1967 the people may change the setup 
es to representation on the city council. It 
' would be well to let the new city proceed 
with its business of development and 
growth and not tamper with the present 
form of government. The charter allowed 
five years for this work and the court, it 
appears, believes the matter of apportion- 
ment of the council is covered in the char- 
ter agreement.

Ijmoking Topic For Students 



NORFOLK — A study of 
"Cigarette Smoking and Health'' 
of Norfolk Public School students 
has been completed by the Am- 
erican Cancer Society in con- 
junction with the Norfolk Public 
Schools. 

The accumulation of scientific 
evidence implicating cigarette 
smoking as a health hazard, end 
particularly as a major cause of 
lung cancer, has led to an in- 
creased sense of responsfbiUty 
among individuals and agencies 
concerned with public health, to 
see that young people and their 

Karents are made aware of these 
azards in order to avoid or 
eliminate the cigarette smoking 
habit. The present study was un- 
dertaken to determine: 1) at 
what age the habit begins, 2) 
source of cigarette, and 3) extent 
of the smoking problem. 

A sampling was undertaken in 
the spring of 1964 of 3882 stu- 
dents in grades 4 through 12. 
Some of the conclusions are as 
follows: 

—of the 3882 students respond- 
ing to the questionnaire, 11.5% 
girls and boys in grades 4*10 re- 
ported that they do smoke cig 
arertes. 15.8% boys and 7.5% 
girls smoke cigarettes.

State tone 
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Game populations seem to be 
generally food across- the . state 
according to iaabrm at u*n jast 
compiled from Held reports by 
the Vir^nia Commission of 
Games and Inland Fisheries, Re- 
ports received from game ward- 
ens and ifotogists in all parts of 
the state show numbers of oajjst 
game species equal la or belter 
than last year based on their 
observations through the third 
week in November. 

The small game picture is the 
brightest with most species 
showing marked increase in many 
areas. Squirrel numbers are re- 
ported decidedly up in most 
Northern, Central Mountain, 
Southwest and Western Pied- 
mont counties. In Eastern Pied- 
mont and Tidewater counties 
squirrel numbers are generally 
equal to or better than popula- 
tion levels last year. Last year*! 
good acorn crop is cited as one 
of the reasons for the marked 
improvement. 

Quail populations as high or 
higher than last year arc reported 
over most of the state. Decreases 
were reported from a few coun- 
ties, in the Northern, Central 
Mountain, and Eastern Piedmont 
sections, but these mere more 
than offset by increases in other 
counties in the same sections. 

The rabbit picture showed 
considerable improvement, es- 
pecially in the Eastern Piedmont 
and Tidewater sections. 

Grouse numbers were re* 
ported the same as last year or 
better over ail of their range. The 
most optimistic reports came 
from the Central Mountain, 
Southwest add Western Pied- 
mont areas which represent the 
main grouse range n Virginia. 
A marked upsurge in turkey 
numbers was reported from the 
Northern, Central Mountain, and 
Southwest sections. In Piedmont 
and Eastern Virginia only slight 
improvement at best was indi- 
cated. 

There were few glowing re- 
ports of deer numbers, but pros^ 
pects appeared equal to last year 
over a good portion of the state. 
Declines were indicated in some 
Central Mountain and Southwest 
counties and a marked decrease 
was noted in the Eastern Pied- 
mont and Tidewater areas. The 
gloomiest reports came from the 
Eastern Ptedaapn section where 
nearly tluw-ftaetths of the coun- 
ties were repo«ed as having 
fewer deer. Tiiepeter counties 
were about equally divided be- 
tween decrease and status quo.

Wool Growers 
Reminded Of 
Record Date 



rn:::cESS anne — wool 

growers — particularly those who 
market their lambs in the fall — 
were reminded today about the 
importance of keeping adequate 
records of their sales so that they 
will be able to make proper ap- 
plications for payment under 
the wool incentive program. 

According to Chris Krahen- 
bill, Chairman, Virginia Beach 
Agricultural Stabilization and 
Coniservattm County Commf/ 
tee, the sales record for lambs 
sold should include the name of 
the buyer, his signature, and the 
number and liveweight of lambs 
sold, plus the description "un- 
shorn. ' Lamb payments are 
made only on lambs that have 
been shorn, to discourage un- 
usual shearing of lambs before 
selling. 

The Chairman also reminded 
growers that current marketings 
or wool and lambs through' Dec 
31,. 1964, will qualify for incen- 
tive payments under the wool 
program for the 1964 marketing 
year. Beginning with 1964, the 
marketing year is the calendar 
year. 

Growers are urged to file their 
applications for payment, sup- 
ported by the required sales doc- 
uments, with their ASCS County 
Office as soon as possible after 
their fall sales are completed 
While applications for payment* 
on 1964 marketings mav be filed 
no later than the end of January 
1965, an application may be 
submitted at any time between 
now and then^^.^ r y 

Krahenbil! said that' lamb 
feeders particularly should keep 
•accurate records which will es- 
tablish the length of time they 
have owned lambs on which they 
apply for payment. Lamb pay- 
ments are made only on lambs 
which a producer has owned for 
30 days or more, and the amount 
of payment is based on weight 
gain of the lambs during the 
sellers ownership.

DRIVERS WANTED 
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EDUCATION TRENDS 

Studying 1)eyond the bachelor's degree is one of several trends 
in teacher education. Students who enter the School of Education 
in their third year at the University of Virginia usually continue 
through the fifth year, at which time they earn a master's degree. 

Standards and educational requirements are rising in teacher 
training as is the case in all professions. Thus, more than 50 per 
cent of the enrollment at the University School of Education con- 
sists of graduate students. 

Most graduate courses are of fered at night so that teachers also 
crfn have the opportunity to work on graduate degrees. 

Another trend in teacher education is toward an internship 
program Instead of the present student teaching program. 

At present, the student nuvst complete six semester hours in 
his senior year teaching under a supervising, certified teacher. 

The intern, on the other hand, will teach under supervision for 
a f till year after he has completed nil requirement! for graduation 
and is paid while practicing. 

"We hope to begin the internship program next year at the 
University," said Dr. Ralph Cherry, dean of the School of Edu- 
cation. "Eventually the program will replace student teaching 
entirely." 

Difficulty in scheduling student teachers results oftentimes 
because there are not enough qualified teachers for certain fields 
in Charlottesville and Albemarle County. 

Under the internship program, practicing teachers would be 
placed in several areas around the state, not just in Charlottesville 
and Albemarle County. 

Dean Cherry pointed out that interns will have close super- 
vision, especially at the l>eginning of the school year so the children 
will not suffer. 

> Arrangements for the program will be made with selected 
school systems around the state. 

After the internship program is initiated, the school intends 
to continue a program of directed observation in the undergraduate 

courses.

DAMAGE TO 
ORNAMENTAL SHRUBS 

Branches of ornamental 
plana which become laden wan 
heavy enow may be easily broken 
by excessive weight. To prevent 
this demafe, tie together the tops 
of upright evergreens with multi- 
ple stems. After a snow storm, 
shake or brush off the snow as 
anon as possible, Wet snow or 
snows followed by ram or 
sleet may be especially danger- 
ous because of increased weight. 
Twigs and limbs become increas- 
ingly brittle as the temperature 
fans. Use extreme cere in trying 
to knock ice off stems and 
branches. Prop up snow or ice- 
laden branches. 

In shoveling now from the 
wale or driveway be careful not 
to threw tins snow on low orna- 
mental plants. The extra weight 
of additional snow may came 
limb splitting. Carefully remove 
drifted anew met settles around 
me lower branches of evergreen 
and bcoacuoai evergreens. The 
weight may be heavy enough to 
cause breakage of some stems. 
Weak boxwood plants are sus- 
ceptible to mow damage. There- 
fore, ft is very important to thin 
boxwood each year in order to 
develop a strong frame work. 
This pruning can be done any 
time by removing weak and 
crowded branches from the top 
center of the plant. Boxwood 
and other ornamentals may be 
severely damaged, by snow slid- 
ing off me roof. Valuable plants 
located in foundation planting! u 
a vulnerable spot for snow slides 
can be protected by a temporary 



snow barrier erected over the 
plants. Thus barrier would help 
break the fall of snow. 
WINTER PROTECTION 

The problem of providing ad- 
equate winter protection for 
trees, shrubs, and flowers is one 
which all gardeners in northern 
climates must face. The amount 
of protection necessary depends 
upon the natural hardiness of the 
plants, severity of the climate, 
and the exposure. 

Winter injury to plants is us- 
ually attributable to 2 factors; 
either severe cold or loss of 
moisture from shoots and 
branches. Extreme cold will 
cause twigs, items, and roots to 
freeze, and a consequent break- 
ing down of cell tissues. Exces- 
sive loss of moisture, which is 
quite as frequently a cause of 
winter-killing as is severe cold, 
is largely the effect of strong, 
drying winds during periods of 
brilliant winter sunshine. It is a 
well known fact that evaporation 
of moisture from the twigs, 
branches, canes, and, in the case 
of evergreens, from the leaves, 
continues at a slow rate through- 
out the winter. In order to sup- 
ply moisture the roots of the 
plant must continue to supply 
moisture but are unable to sup- 
ply it rapidly enough. Branches 
and canes become shrivelled in 
consequence. If this condition 
becomes sufficiently aggravated 
it frequently results in the dying 
back of a large portion or all of 
the plant 

Therefore, one of the most 
important preparations for win- 
ter in the case of all woody 
plants, and moat particularly in 
the case of broad-leaved ever- 
greens, is to see that the soil is 
adequately supplied with mois- 
ture. If rainfall is light during 
the autumn months, it is neces- 
sary to soak the ground thor- 
oughly before it freezes. Many 
trees and shrubs may be saved 
"from winter injury n this pre- 
caution is taken. For many 
plants protection against wind 
and sun it quite as important as 
pr otectio n against extreme cold. 
PUTTING THE FLOWER 
GARDEN TO BED FOR 
THE WINTER MONTHS 

As soon as frost kills tender 
plants yon should clean the gar* 
den end flower border to pre- 
pare it for winter. 

Instead of thinking of winter 
as the end of the gardening sea- 
son, consider November and De- 
cember as the real beginning of 
another gardening period. 

The old stems of zinnias, 
snapdragons, asters, and other 
plants may harbor borers which 



will appear next spring to dam- 
age new plants, the European 
corn borer is one of the most de- 
structive of this group. 

If the stalks of the end plants 
cannot be burned, the borers 
may be killed by chopping the 
stems into small pieces and add- 
ing this to the compost. A lib- 
eral dressing of nitrate of soda 
on top of the chopped stems 
will help the material to decay 
more quickly and make the place 
very uncomfortable for overwin- 
tering borers. 

When the garden . or flower 
borders are cleared of all dead 
plants and loose mulch, this re- 
moves the eggs of other insects 
and spores ofcommon plant dis- 
eases. Many troublesome weeds 
in flower borders get their start 
in early fall and grow all win- 
ter. Some develop heavy root 
systems, while other tops remain 
small and attract little attention. 

In the spring (before one re- 
alizes what is happening) these 
little weeds cover the ground. 
November and December is a 
good time to dig out any that 
have been left. Such digging 
then will do far less damage 
than it will in the spring or early 
summer when the flowers or 
spring flowering bulbs are grow- 
ing. 

After the dead plants and 
weeds are cleaned from the flow- 
er borders, spread fertiliaer and 
work it into the ground. If ap- 
plied in December, fertilizer will 
b e co me i part of the soil by 
spring and ana plants can readily

THE CHRISTMAS 
TRADITION OTHOLLY 

Some time deep in the past 
pagans in Europe took sprays of 
holly into nek dwellings to give 
shelter in the winter to the tiny, 
imaginary forest people they be- 
lieved to be living in the holy 
trees. From this kindness came 
the custom of using holy for 
decoration, and it was used by 
the Romans to decorate for their 
mid-winter feast, the Saturnalia. 
While oak and mistletoe are the 
plants most commonly associated 
with the religious rites of the 
druids, priests of the Britoas, 
holly may also have had religious 
significance. It certainty was 
used for decorative purposes in 
what we now call England. 

In order to attract the pagan 
Britons to Christianity, Pope 
Gregory I in the 6th century al- 
lowed the use of holly in relig- 
ious decorations. 

In folklore, holly has come to 
mean many things. It is tradi- 
tionally associated with mascu- 
linity and good luck. The an- 
cente, besides using the plant as 
a religious decoration, gave 
branches as symbols of friend- 
ship. In medieval England, holly 
was kept in the home or on the 
person as a protection against 
witchcraft. At the same time in 
Germany, holly used aa a 
church decoration was taken 
home to ward off lightning, It ia- 
known in English as holly, holm, 
or holms; in Spanish as acebo; 
In French as lehoux; and in Dan- 
ish as stikpalme. When holly ap- 
pears in the home it opens a sea- 
son of feasting and good cheer. 
It has become a Christmas sym- 
bol of joy and merriment.

"Branded," a new, half-hour 
television series starring Chuck 
Connors in an unusual Western 
role, will premiere on NBC-TV 
Sunday. Jan. 24 (8:30-9 p.m. 
EST), it was announced today by 
Mort Werner, Vice President, 
Programs, NBC Television Net- 
work. 

The series will be produced

VIRGINIA BEACH — Bi- 
cycles are often one of the most 
popular gift items in Sar.f Ts 
pack. The Virginia Beach Police 
Department would like to re- 
mind all recipients of the two- 
wheeled vehicles, over 18", that 
it will be necessary to obtain a 
registration certificate and num- 
ber to be affixed to the rear 
bumper, within IS days after ac- 
quisition of the gift. 

Anyone purchasing second 
hand bicycles must have the re- 
gistration transferred to the name 
of the new owner and the regis- 
tration will be changed accord- 
ingly.

Celenza Trial Was 
Filled With Drama

VIRGINIA BEACH— The court room was quiet. A few 
people weiil milling about but most were sitting quietly, involved 
in tneir own thoughts, perhaps wondering how they would decide 
if they were in the locked room with the jury. 

Dale John Celenza, 21, accused of killing Mrs. Phyllis Minnich 
in a motel room last July 18, was in a witness room with his par- 
ents, his mother's head 'bowed in prayer as she ran the rosary 
beads through her fingers. 

Commonwealth's Attorney Robert L. Simpson confered with 
various police officers who had testified to Celenza's guilt and 
defense attorney Richard Brydges periodically walked hurriedly 
through the court room. A priest sat patiently on the back row, 
occasionally lowering his head as if in silent prayer. 

Reporters gathered at the water fountain, walked out into the 
damp Saturday morning air or talked among themselves about the 
trial and its possible outcome. 

The front row of the spectator's section of the court room 
was lined with Celenza's friends and relatives from Philadelphia 
and Navy men from his ship, the Okinawa. 

Many of the spectators had been there since Thursday when 
the trial got underway. But the crowded conditions that had pre- 
vailed the first two days had been lessened, apparently, by con- 
flicting Saturday activities. 

Most of those in the room talked in hushed voices but conver- 
sations obviously centered around Celenza, his family, the trial and 
the jury's awaited decision. 

For over an hour this picture remained unchanged. Then came 
the loud knock from inside the jury room. The decision had been 
reached. The jurors were ready to return to the box with their 
verdict. 

There was scuffling as everyone hurried to their seats. Celenza 
took his place at his attorney's side and his parents .returned to the 
front row where they had sat tensely for three days. 

Sheriff John Marr admitted the jury and once more the room 
was breathlessly still. 

"We find the defendant not guilty," the court clerk announced. 

The Celenza family broke into tears of relief and happiness. 
The father clapped his hands. The mother and grandmother sobbed. 
Young Celenza showed the first signs of emotion during the entire 
trial. He smiled softly. The police officers looked stunned, dis- 
believing. * 

Judge Richard Kellam adjourned the court and the jurors 
filed out. Most of them smiled and looked toward the weeping 
family. One or two seemed slightly dewy-eyed. Friends and rela- 
tives dashed toward the now free Dale Celenza. Mrs. Celenza 
dashed to the attorney who had so successfully defended her son, 
kissed his cheek, then collapsed into sobs in a nearby chair. 

Investigating officer Detective A. E. Smith and Simpson 
stopped briefly to shake Celenza's hand. The young sailor turned 
toward the waiting reporters. "I can't say much," he said. "I'm 
just glad the whole thing is over. I guess I'll go back to the Navy. 
And I want to go home to rest. I am the happiest man in the world."

VIRGINIA BEACH — Dale 
John Celenza, the accused mur- 
derer whom defending attorney 
Richard Brydges, in his opening 
remarks to the jury, called "a 
delightful young man," was 
found not guilty Saturday in Cir- 
cuit Court. Because of the great 
local interest in the ctee, we're 
attempting below to give a step- 
by-step narrative by putting to- 
gether testimony given at the 
trial. 

Celenza first met Mrs. Phyllis 
Beatrice Minnich during the af- 
ternoon of her last day of life. 
It was Saturday, July 18. Celenza 
and two other sailors stationed 
aboard the Okinawa had driven 
from Norfolk to Virginia Beach 
the' day before. 

Not wishinb to pay for the 
use of the room, Celenza re- 
mained outside while his two 
buddies went inside the Surf 
Motel on Atlantic Avenue. His 
friend, Rum Kriebel, registered 
under the name R. L. Atkins. 

Later, the' three men relaxed 
the beach behind their 
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with was Mrs. Betty Burkley 
During the trial five months 
later, she was to testify on the 
witness stand that she next saw 
Celenza at 8:15 that night rather 
than around 9 p.m. as police 
Detective A. E. Smith testified 
she told him. This would place 
Celenza out of Mrs. Minnich's 
room before the murder is be- 
lieved to have taken place. Mrs. 
Burkley's husband, holding a 
doctor's degree in education, 
teaches in the same town as does 
Celenza's father— Philadelphia. 

The Meeting 

It was while there on the 
beach that Mrs. Minnich strolled 
up and spread her things next 
to where Celenza and one of his 
buddies were drinking gin and 
tonic. She struck up a conversa- 
tion with them. 

Celenza gave his impression of 
her as a skinny woman in a loud 
bathing suit. 

"She asked me how long I'd 
been at the beach, how long I 
was staying, where I was from," 
said Celenza. "It was just a 
friendly conversation lasting 
about 20 minutes." 

He told her he was a high- 
way engineer and an orphan "be- 
cause it had worked on other 
women." "It starter to rain about 
3:30 or 3:45 p.m.— something 
like that. I offered her a drink. 
She refused. Phyllis said she had 
some in her room." 

Celenza then claims she in- 
vited him to her room and that 
he followed. 

Jim Davies, a local teacher 
working during the summer as a 
clerk at the Holiday House Mo- 
tel where Mrs. Minnich was stay- 
ing, stated that he saw Celenza 
following Mrs. Minnich to see 
where her room was. That once 
he saw, he turned toward his 
ow nmotel neext door, seemed 
to reconsider, and went to her 
door. 

Celenza said "I was we

Chief Medical Examiner Dr. 
Jeffrey T. Mann said the vistim 
died of manual strangulation and 
suffered a severe, brutal beating 
before her death. 

Celenza repudiated his state- 
ments to police during die trial, 
claiming he was confused and 
that police, presenting the evi- 
dence, had convinced him that 
he "must have done it." 




The defense was based on 
discrepancies in time and Cel- 
enza's description by the wit- 
nesses. Kreibel and Mrs. Burkley 
testified of seeing Celenza at 
times earlier than 8 p.m. Davies 
said Celenza left the victim** 
room. Davies also described 
him as five feet, 10 inches tail, 
about 160 pounds and wearing 
a black sweat shirt with cut off 
sleeves and Bermuda shorts. 
Celenza is five feet, six inches 
tall, weighed 143 pounds and 
claims he was wearing the black 
shirt with bathing trunks. Davies 
was unable to. identify Celenza 
as the man he had seen when he 
went with police to motel rooms 
in the area a few hours after the 
murder. 

These discrepancies or other 
evidence led to the jury declar- 
ing a "not guilty verdict" Satur- 
day. 

While Celenza was collectie« 
his belongings at the jail after 
the trial, a naval officer assigned 
to escort him back to the naval 
base came to him. "I have a 
message for you,** said the officer 
sober faced. "Six different mem- 
bers of the jury asked me to tell 
you "go to Church this Sunday * 

"I intend to," smiled Catenae.

Turner credits much of his 
improvement and success to the 
late Bo Sherman, who served as 
V.M.I, line coach.

Turner's coaches say he is un- 
usually quick for a tackle.

Tho Dale John Celenza trial ended 
Saturday in court but seemingly continues 
in nearly every office, store and home in 
Virginia Beach. Seldom, if ever, has a 
case in this area caused so much discussion. 
Many endorse the jury's verdict that the 
youth was not guilty of Mrs. Phyllis Min- 
nich's murder. Others do not. Very few 
have no opinion. Celenza was given a fair 
trial, was acquitted and the incident is 
closed. 

We must however speak out against the 
criticism of our police department and 
commonwealth's attorney office and their 
handling of the case. We do not believe 
any of us are in a position to judge these 
men in any light. They did the job they are 
paid to do for our protection and they die 
it well. Continued criticism can only dam- 
age their position in the community and 
intensify their responsibilities in ujture 
investigations. 

The public's mental picture of law en- 
forcement officers is invaluable in curtail- 
inq crime. Respect of the law unquestion- 
ably goes a long way in holding in check 
those persons who might otherwise step 
off the straight and narrow path. Parents 
build this image in young children and, if 
they are properly taught, it stays with them 
throughout their lives. To lessen thia re- 
spect by tarnishing this public image, espe- 
cially in the eyes of our young people, 
would create devastating effects on crime 
within a community, a state and a nation. 

The Virginia Beach police force has 
preved itself \o be a group of competent, 
efficient men and dedicated to protecting 
the city agajrwt an increasing influjt of 
crime. As our city moves rapidly toward a 
metropolitans-suburban status it drags with 
it a larger percentage of criminal atfs, a 
situation that, unfortunately, usually ac- 
companies community growth. During the 
first nine months of this year the crimes 
in Virginia Beach had far outdistanced last 
year's totals. During this 9*month period 
we had six more murders than in 1963, 
25 more robberies, almost 100 more ag-

Are we now 
to sit in judflrnervr- on' the deteCHvesX who 
spent untold hours compiling the evidence 
*r on the attorney who presented theae 
facts? Dale Celenza is free. He has been 
acquitted. Now it's time to focus our after*- 
toin on preventing crime in our community 
by supporting our law enforcement offictft 
»n every possible way.

Are you considering asking Santa for a blender? 
Kven though you can't use it for, everything, an electric 
blender is a handy item to have around fhe kitchen. It can do the 
following things well. 

Some things you can do well with a blender- 
Mix crumbs of bread, crackers, and cookies. 
Reconstitute frozen concentrated juices. 
Chop large quantities of raw vegetables (with water). 
Chop small quantities of raw firm fruits, vegetables, cheese, 
nuts, chopped meat, and poultry without water. 
Grate nuts, citrus peelings, and fresh coconut. 
Grind coffee beans, oats, wheat, pepper, and corn. 
Pure cooked or raw fruits and vegetables, cooked meats, fish 
or seafood. 

Whip cream, blend sauces, salad dressings or gravies, mix 
hatters, malted drinks, or milk shakes. 
Sonic things you ain't do ivrll nnth q blender — 
Mash potatoes 
Whip egg whites 
Grind raw meat. 
Knead stiff < lough. 

Crush ice or extract juices from fruits and vegetables. 
Some tips on operating the electric blender— 
i'ut liquid portions of a rcci|>e into blender container first 
unless reci|>e instructions specify otherwise. 

Cut firm food such as cheese, fruit, vegetables, cooked meats, 
and seafoods into one-inch pieces before blending. 

Place cover firmly on blender container before starting or 
stopping the motor. Rest your hand lightly on the handle when 
starting the motor. 

Start motor on low and then turn up to speed desired. 
Use a rubber spatula to push heavy mixtures from sides of 
container. 

Remove heavy spreads and dips by opening processing assem- 
bly at the bottom of container and push mixture into dish. Scrape 
mixture from container with rubber spatula. 

Pour liquid on semi-liquid mixtures such as muffin or cake 

batter from container into pans you cook in.

DON'T USE WATER ON SUEDE GARMENTS 

As more and more suede clothing appears this winter, home- 
owners will have to l>e especially careful when it comes to cleaning 
this material. 

Although suede is made of leather, it differs from most other 
leathers in that it has a velvety surface called a nap. Special cleaning 
methods are necessary to preserve this nap. 

For general soil removal, dry plastic singes will collect surface 
dirt and oil. An art gum eraser will remove some surface dirt. 
Fine-grained sandpaper rubbed evenly over the entire surface 
removes the top layer of dirt. Water will make the surface very 
hard and uneven. 

To remove oil stains, try an absorbent, such as fuller's earth 
and sawdust, with a solvent, such as tetrachloride. Using the solvent 

e would leave a ring around the area. 

Don't ever use paste wax, leather creams, or shoe polishes on 
suede. They harm the finish. 

If you send the suede garment out for cleaning, there is a good 
chance that your local dry cleaner will send it on to a specialty 
cleaning shop. 'ITiese shops, with equipment and cleaning techniques 
especially for suede, recondition and redye the garments. They 
apply the dyes only to the surface of the skin and the color can be 

removed very easily if it has not been pro|>erly handled.

tut rt'i true— and an article in Petroleum 
Management shows why. 

In the 10-year. 1953-63 period, the 
price of just about everything increased. 
Gasoline— before the excite or sales taxes 
Dver which it has no control— was one of 
the few exceptions. The price of regular 
grade in 1953 averaged 21 cents a gallon, 
in 1963 it was 20 cents. 

But there is more to value than just price. 
Quality Is the other big factor. And in this, 
gasoline scores high marks. Road tests 
show that the average new 1 953 car, using 
that year's fuel, got 1 7 miles to the gallon. 
By way of contrast, the average new 1 963 



car, burning 1963 gas, got about 19.8 
miles to the gallon. That is a performance 
improvement of 16.5 per cent. 

The gas taxes have obscured these 
achievements. They currently average 10 
cents a gallon, and that works out to 50 
per cent of the pretax price of the product. 
No other necessity bears a tax even re- 
motely approaching this figure. Even that, 
however, doesn't seem sufficient to the 
taxing bodies. Next year we may expect 
efforts to further increase the federal tax, 
which is now four cents, and similar moves 
are planned in various states. - 

There's one thing the millions of Ameri- 
can motorists should unanimously agree 
upon— that It is time to call a stern "Haiti" 
to proposed gas tax increases. If they don't, 
they'll be ripe for more exploitation. 



The Great Domestic Problem 



Writing in Newsweek, Henry Hazlitt de- 
, scribes the abnormal expansion of money 
and credit that has been taking place in 
this country. The effect of it, he points out, 
is to continuously push up prices— in other 
words, to bring on mom inflation. And, 
he finds, "This inflation is the great do- 
mestic problem that the new Johnson Ad- 
ministration now faces.** 

There are other danger signs too. Over 
a 35-year period, we have had 29 federal 
deficits end more ere in prospect. New 
wage agreements, completed and pending, 
gravely threaten the relative price stability 
of late years. In other words, instead of a 
slowly "creeping inflation" there are well- 
grounded fears that the brake may be 
slipping ominously.

It remain! to be seen what the Admin- 
istration, which promises to protect the 
dollar's remaining value, will do about 
this. It is evident that the tax reduction 
programs will prove hollow mockeries if 
higher prices more than wipe out the ben- 
efits they are supposed to produce. Infla- 
tion hits hardest and cruelest at the low- 
income groups whose relief is a primary 
Administration goal. 

Half-measures will not be enough. A 
stern hand at the helm will be needed if 
the menace of more inflation it to be obi it- 
erated-a stern hand that calls for economy 
in government, not deceptive bookkeeping 
or crippling controls that merely hide tem- 
porarily the truth of inflation.

OCEANA — The plane used 
in this week's weapons rally was 
the A-6A Intruder. This is a 
subsonic, two-place, all-weather 
attack aircraft. It's also the new- 
est addition to the Navy's of- 
fensive arsenal. 

While only practice bombs 
were being dropped on the tar- 
get ship off Tangier Island, the 
plane can accurately deliver both 
nuclear or conventional weapons 
on targets completely obscured 
by weather or darkness. It is the 
first low level attack bomber to 
possess this ability. 

Long range capabilities and 
sensitive radar and detection 
equipment make the "Intruder" 
equally suitable for either li- 
mited brush fire war or a re- 
taliatory nuclear watr 

The developments of such an 
aircraft stemmed from lessons 
learned in Korea, where aerial 
support missions were severly re- 
stricted by inclement weather, 
and troop movements were con- 
ducted primarily at night. An 
aircraft to be operated from an 
attack carrier should also have 
the ability to carry a nuclear 
payload to distant targets at low 
levels in order to escape detec- 
tion by enemy radar. 

The "Intruder" is unpreccl 
dented as a carrier or short field 
attack aircraft in its ability to 
carty the broadcast spectrum of 
present and programmed mis- 
siles and other ordnances. 

Based at NAS Oceana, VA- 
42 has the mission of training 
pilots and bombardier/navigators 
in A-6A Intruder combat tech- 
niques. They also provide class- 
room and on-the-job training for 
enlisted maintenance personnel. 
These students are later assigned 
to carrier-based squadrons. 

The VA-42 team, composed of 
approximately 2?5 enlisted and 
40 officer personnel, is to a 
large degree a hand-picked or- 
ganization. Selected for duty on 
a basis of experience, aptitude, 
and demonstrated performance

THE TRADITION OF THE 
CHRISTMAS TREE 

A Wide-eyed child gazing up 
unbelievingly at this first Christ- 
mas tree is far removed from a 
lusty Roman or druid chanting 
incantations' to his decorated 
tree. Yet, it is from these two 
sources that the custom of the 



Christmas tree came. 

During the mid-winter Saturn- 
alia, Romans decorated trees 
with bits of metal and replicas of 
their god of wine, Bacchus. At 
timet they placed 12 candles on 
the tree in honor of their sun 
god, Apollo. In Britain at the 
same season, the druids honored 
their chief god by tying fruit 
and cakes in shapes of birds, 
fish, and animals to tree branch- 
es. They also placed righted 
candles on the boughs of trees to 
honor their sun god. After these 
pagans accepted Christianity, 
they continued their winter rites 
but changed them to honor 
Christ 

By the middle of the 16th 
century, decorated trees began 
to become popular in areas of 
Germany and France. Dil/tatf 
the following centuries the trees 
slowly became more popular 
throughout Germany; yet, it was 
not until the 19th century, the 
Christmas tree was accepted 
widely as a German custom 
Christmas trees ware introduced 
in America around 1700 by 
German immigrants but did not 
come into general use until the 
middle of the 19th century.

"But it was another day and 
a half before die Fourth Ar- 
mored Division could succeed 
in breaking the encirclement It 
had been a costly battle, but my 
man continued to stand and 
hold."

"Because rotes set ( 
down by parema are uinnmglrii anyway," a de- 
jected mother adds. "Who eaa control teen-agers 
nowadays? It's better not to appear old-fashioned 
and to give the children what freedom we can. 
There are social pressures. . . ." 

All of this seems to me to be utter bogwash. 
Of course, if a father feels be should set no rules 
for his children and coukhVt enforce them any- 
way, there's no point at bringing up the specific 
question of alcohol. But co mm o n sense, as wen 
as a tot of ponderous research, tefls us that of 
course parents should set rales and had better 
learn how to enforce them, in their own homes 
at stmt. Children expect parema to have strong 
idem on important subjects, and they have little 
respect for parema who eserdte no controls. The 
• who gives up on trying to teach 
alcohol might as well 
give up om teaching any morality or any useful 
knowledge at all. The chudreo of such defeatists 
am the ones who throng juvenile courts from 
Cahfornia to New York.

Fundamentally, the question of whether to al- 
low a youngster to serve liquor at a party in his 
home is related to the question of whether s parent 
allows his children to drink in the home when 
the re is no party in progress. A parent would have 
to be fairly cynical to offer liquor to his neighbors' 
children whifc denying it to his own, and a young 
man or woman who honestly believed that k is 
better to wait until one is 20 or so bef ore drinking 
might feel hypocritical or worse as he mixed Mar- 
tinis for Ms peers or juniors. The home reflects 
the standards of its owners, and if a parent be- 
that alcohol is bad for teen-agers, that 
i while they are under his roof. 




What ajiguments can be used honestly to 
convince tee nage rs mat may should wait 
before experimenting with liquor and that they 
should not encourage their friends to do otherwise? 
First of all, there are the facte about alcohol 
itself, which has come to have a lot of phony 
meanings to some people, especially adolescents. 
To soma, it is a symptom of maturity— children 
can't drink but adults can, and therefore anyone 
with a glass in his hand must be pretty grown-up, 
many youngsters reason, forgetting that adolescent 
is a rising problem m many European 
where children have commonly been 
allowed to drink wine the moment they leave milk. 
To oman, ascobof is supposed to be a sign of 
virility— the he-man in the movies can toss down 
one whiskey after another, while the effeminate 
dude sips root beer. Actually, of course, the facts 
are quite the other way around. The mature man, 
confident of his virility, is not the one who is 
liable to turn into an alcoholic. Its the infantile 
man, unsure of hhnserf, who seeks frequent solace 
in the bottle , at countless studies have shown. 
^The desire to testify to his maturity and virility 
may start a boy drinking, and a desire to be a 
"sophisticated" member of the crowd may start 
a girl, but mate secondary reasons ami what 
toes mem at it Y oungsters, like adults, commonly 
use alcohol as an antidote for tension. At a phy-

the side effects were studied. It has the 
power to act most disastrously on disturbed people, 
individuals who are seething with emotions they 
find difficult to explain or control. Alcohol re- 
moval restraints, takes off the brakes, and allows 
a person to act as he really wants to act, without 
regard to his own future or to others. 

Here is the nub of the whole question concern- 
ing alcohol for teen-agers. For most, if not all, 
people, adolescence is a disturbed time of life. Not 
only are there glandular and massive physical 
changes to reckon with, but there is the strain of 
figuring oat a personal code of sex morality at 
a time when few stereotyped codes are passed 
intact from one generation to another. 

As if this weren't enough to cope with, many 
young people are under great pressure in school 
nowadays. The competition for good marks and 
for admi s sion to good colleges has never been so 
tough. Adofcetnwc is the time when choices must 
be made which will affect life-long careers. It is 
also the time when children begin to see their par- 
ents in some perspective, when the godlike images 
of mother and father fade, to be replaced by 
of fallible human beings. No wonder

so many teen-agers show signs of tension, and no 
that so many teen-agers become unruly 



Almost all doctors and members of Akwhohcs 
Anonymous say there are certain adults who are 
under so much pressure of one kind or another 
that they simply never should drink because they 
don't know how to stop. Teen-agers aren't re- 
formed alcoholics, but they share a certain ele- 
ment of strain whit that group. If they wait until 
they ma older before experimenting, they have a 
much batter chance of treating liquor sensibly 
and of avoiding dangerous episodes. They will 
than be able to enjoy the very real pleasures of 



moderate drinking — taste, relaxation, sociability 
— without disruptive overtones. 

The fact that teen-agers don't, as a group, hold 
their liquor very well has been documented by 
beach riots last summer in many parts of the na- 
tion. Anyone who has served as a chaperone at 
school or even church dances knows that the first 
appearance of a bottle in some boy's pocket often 
is the beginning of trouble. 

Naturally, there are some teen-agers, just as 
there are many adults, who can drink sensibly and 
enjoy it without serious consequences, but the 
younger the drinker the higher the probability of 
tensions breaking out in an uproar. Especially 
with youngsters one does not know well but who 
may turn up at a party given by one's own chil- 
dren, why take a chance? In some states, such as 
Connecticut, it's against the law to serve liquor 
to minors outside of one's own family, but such 
laws are rarely enforced. Regardless of law, how 
would any parent feel if a boy or girl were killed 
or injured while under the influence of alcohol 
offered by a supposedly sensible adult? 

To pace the question realistically, parents of 
different kinds probably will find it necessary 
to discuss alcohol in different ways with their chil- 
dren. The key word here is discuss, not order 
or ignore. Parents who themselves are teetotalers 
may find it all too easy to my, "do as we do" — 
they should go on and explain fully why they 
chose to abstain, and they should take into ac- 
count a child's natural curiosity about everything, 
including alcohol Parents who are hard drinkers 
and who can't help themselves should not imag- 
ine that they are concealing their problem from 
their children. Most doctors agree that in families 
where alcoholism exists, there should be no fear 
of discussing this illness frankly with teen-age 
children. The alcoholic father or mother has the 
best argument af all: "Honey, if I had the measles, 
I wouldn't give them to you, and I don't want to 
give you this." 

The youngster who drinks against the will of 
his parents may be showing one aspect of many 
problems which should be talked out with a clergy- 
man or physician if stubborn silence or defiance 
sets in when the parents approach the subject 
themselves. The parents have the difficult job of 
proving that they are always on the youngster's 
side in the battle for happiness and serenity, as 
well as for good behavior. v 

If the lines of communication between the par- 
ents and children can be kept hummin g warmly, 
the problem of how to give parties for teen-agers 
without alcohol can turn out to be surprisingly 
manageable. One of the endearing peculiarities of 
teen-agers is their quest for truth, their disdain for 
hypocrisy of all kinds. The father who explains 
the dangers of liquor for teen-agers and who 
bluntly refuses to serve it to them in his home is 
likely to earn more respect from his children than 
the weak-willed parent who vacillates or refuses 
to discuss the facts of the matter at all.

Holiday Period 

DAVIS CORNER —/"Christ- 
mas should be the happiest time

"Be sure they are pro- 
tected at all times from the dan- 
ger of fire." 

The firemen pass along these 
pertinent tips: 

1) Don't leave cWJditen at 
home Christmas— or at any time. 

2) Be sure the toys Santa 
brings don't require flammable 
liquids lor operation. 

3) Take special care that the 
tree and decorations are fire 
safe. 

The Davis Corner Volunteers 
also recommend small Christmas 
trees. 

"A small tree can be just as 
pretty as a large one and much 
safer. Use care in setting it up, 
keep it away from radktaofry 
heaters, and fireplaces. Stand n 
in water to retard drying, use 
fireproof decorations and elec- 
tric lights. Never use candles. 

"Don't set up electric trains 
or other electric equipment 
around or under the tree. Never 
smoke close to the tree when it 
starts to dry out. Discard the 
tree not later than January 2.

VIRGINIA BEACH — City 
Manager W. Russell Hatchett 
submitted to the mayor and 
members of council Monday a 
five year plan for the City of 
Virginia Beach. While the plan 
will mean increased taxes, it will 
also mean growth improvements. 
Because this plan should be un- 
derstood by all residents, Hatch- 
ett has asked that the full text 
be printed. The Sun-News urges 
all residents to study the follow- 
ing: 

By reason of the fantastic 
growth our city is enjoying, the 
expansion of services and the 
full development of our re- 
sources require careful planning. 

We have made a study of the 
capital improvement needs of 
our city for the next five years. 
These needs were ascertained as 
a result of studies by the various 
department heads. Copies of 
their recommendations in sup- 
port of these requests have been 
submitted for your study and 
consideration. 

In submitting a five year plan 
there are specific improvements 
proposed consisting of schools, 
public utilities, highways, muni- 
cipal buildings, drainage canals, 
recreation, the Lynnhaven proj- 
ect, Rudec Inlet, Civic Center 
and industrial development. 

Since consultation with var- 
ious officials, it seemed desirable

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or Federal funds are anticipated 
in addition to the local effort. 

We have earmarked $5,000,- 
000.00 of the proposed bond is- 
sue for school construction and 
site acquisition, and in addition 
expect Federal funds from Pub- 
lic Law 815 in meeting the re- 
quirements of the School Board 
in initiating this program. 

It should be noted that public 
utilities bonds will be callable 
within five years and refunded 
with revenue producing bonds. 
In the interim any deficiency in 
interest and amortization of 
these bonds will be guaranteed 
by the General Fund to be re- 
paid at the end of the five year 
period from public utilities. 

With reference to highways, 
we must meet certain require- 
ments in order to qualify for 
Federal and State aid. Considera- 
tion of the Wilbur Smith report 
and the six-year highway plan, 
as presented to the State High- 
way Department, have been used 
in ascertaining the needs for new 
street and highway construction 
in our city for the five year per- 
iod. We believe $500,000.00 
will be required for the first year 
and that an additional $6,366,- 
141.00 will be needed during 
the remainder of the five year 
period, provided Federal and 
State funds are made available 
in accord wkh formulas now 
being used 

Municipal buildings (new 
buildings and additions or 
changes to old) as estimated will 
require an investment of $500,- 
000.00 for the first year, with 
$2,000,000.00 the estimated fig- 
ure for the remaining four years. 
This estimate is to cover an ad- 
dition to the city jail, a new li- 
4Jfftfft Jui additio na l p etjii y rt - 
cinc* additions to the Health 
D e p a r tmerrt, administration 
building and other improvements 
such as enlarging existing of- 
fices and the like. , 

Drainage canals: $35,000.00 
is the amount suggested for the 
first yean the balance, $3,233,- 
859.00, for completion in the 
four year period. Of course we 
are not prepared at this time to 
anticipate the amount of Federal 
or State aid that might be avail- 
able. This project should, for 
drainage and recreational pur- 
poses, qualify for such assist- 
ance, but it is my considered 
opinion that if we wait for Fed- 
eral aid with the North Caro- 
lina opposition that is being 
raised, the project would fall 
by the wayside. 

The recreational program re- 
quest covers the acquisition of 
park areas and open land areas. 
It is our opinion that Federal 
funds may be available, and if 
so, this request would be reduced 
by whatever amount the State 
or Federal government might 

share. 

The Lynnhaven project, it ap- 
pears, will require $150,000.00 
the first year and a balance of 
$300,000.00 to complete the lo- 
cal effort, the balance to be cov- 
ered by Federal grants. 

$400,000.00 as first year re- 
quirement, and balance of 
$450,000.00 for a marina, jet- 
ties, by-pass and engineering at 
Rudee Inlet. 

$100,000.00 for the fiscal 
year 1965-66 is to be used as a 
revolving fund by the Industrial 
Development Authority for ac- 



quiring and developing indus 
trial sites and an additiona 
$150,000.00 for the same pur- 
pose during the remainder of the 
five year period. 

An estimate of $2,000,000.00 
for an addition to the Civic Cen- 
ter and land acquisition to be 
considered for the purpose of in- 
creasing the capacity of this in- 
stallation as a convention facil- 
ity. Funds are not recommended 
for this improvement in the pro- 
posed $8,000,000.00 bond issue. 
The total estimated cost to the 
citizens of Virginia Beach for 
this five vear program is $35,- 
000,000.00 (this sum could be 
reduced by greater State and 
Federal participation than is at 
present anticipated). 

To amortize and carry the ad- 
ditional debt that would be in- 
curred by these proposals would 
require some additional tax in- 
crease beyond the estimated ad- 
ditional income that might ac- 
crue as a result of economic 
growth. These increases, of 
course, would take place as var- 
ious stages of the program are 
realized. Exact cost to the tax 
payer in debt service for the 
$8,000,000.00 initial bond issue 
will be determined for presenta- 
tion to the people prior to the 
referendum. 

I am convinced the possibility 
of increasing the assessed values 
of real estate in the city from 
36% to 50% of true value should 
be given serious consideration, 
I believe a more realistic as- 
sessment would be helpful in ob- 
taining a better credit rating, and 
thus effect savings to the tax- 
payer in interest rates. In making 
the increase in assessments, the 
tax rate itself could be and 
should be lowered sckthn the 
increase in assessments would 
not result in an increased tax to 
the taxpayer. 

The objectives as contained 
in this five year plan are neces- 
sary for the growth and prosper- 
ity of our city and will assure its 
future development education- 
ally, industrially and as an im- 
portant trade center with a def- 
inite program for development 
of the city's resources as a rec- 
reational capital adding to the 
city's appeal as a tourist mecca. 
Many of our citizens have 
pointed out the lack of specta- 
tor sports in the State of Virginia, 
and in the Tidewater area in par- 
ticular. Many have suggested 
that horse racing with parimu- 
tual betting receives national and 
international interest, and that 
every state excepting one joining 
the State of Virginia offers rac- 
ing as an attraction, and that 
sports lovers in Virginia and 
tourists visiting with us would 
undoubtedly enjoy the sport as 
well as do our neighbors. This 
would constitute an added at- 
traction for tourists for the whole 
Tidewater area with a fall and 
spring racing meeting. It is be- 
lieved the revenues derived from 
this source would go a long way 
in meeting our financial needs in 
developing other recreational 
sources such as, municipal golf 
courses, parks, camping areas, 
horseback trails and the like. 

It is without reservation that 
I recommend this program for 
your favorable consideration.

OCEANA — NAS Oceana 
Commander Captain Dexter C. 
Rumsey II always knows when 
the weather is bad — his phone 
starts ringing. Virginia Beach 
residents by the score think 
they've discovered a lost plane 
over their house. 

"But they don't usually fly 
here. They MUST be lost!" say 
those concerned for the pilot's 
safety. Then there are the others: 
'What's the idea of sending. your 
*&@tb* planes over my house? 
This is a nice neighborhood!" 

The truth is the Navy at all 
times tries to have their jets 
leaving and approaching Oceana 
over the less populated areas. 
But sometimes this can't be done. 
Bad weather means instrument 
flying. 

To fly without seeing the 
ground, a pilot must fly those 
patterns where radar can pick- 
up his plane and guide him safe- 
ly. Turning sharply at low alti- 
tudes when one can't see the 
ground is just plain bad business. 
It's dangerous for those in the 
air; it's dangerous for those on 
the ground. 

That's why in bad weather 
residents not used to jets scream- 
ing over head, may hear them. 
The planes are by no means lost, 
nor has the Navy decided to 
have all its flights right over that 
resident's house from now on. 
It's just good common sense. 

By referring to the map, one 
can see that jet plane flight pat- 
terns in bad weather are quite 
different from others. 

The whole idea is to set the 
jets up as soon as possible. 

"There's more noise than 
usual during bad weather and 
the planes must fly low over 
the city to make instrument ap- 
proaches." said Rumsey. "When 
using radar the jet planes can't 
make the usual hard right turn 
away from the city and out 
across Rudee Inlet. 

"With bad weather residents 
can expect more flights over 
Virginia Beach — even though 
there'll be less total flights from 
the base." 




Commander C. W. 
himself a pilot, explained 
patterns were designed to ai 
heavily populated areas as. a 
as possible and at the same _ 
make it as safe as possible for 
the pilot. All patterns must meet 
with FAA approval. 

"During good weather, whet 
visibility is good, there may be 
some extra circling over pop* 
lated areas. This is when pilots 
are making touch and go land- 
ings. 

"Each pilot must make so 
many landings during a giveft 
period. For some new pilots, the 
only way to make this is to do 
several one after another."

GOOD CATTLE 
OPERATION MANAGER 

What makes up the character- 
istics of a good manager for s 
cattle operation? If you asked 
half a doaen owners, you would 



probably get six answers. 

But if I were asked to sum up 
what makes s good manager it 
would look someU^ng like this: 

He's a pace setter and out in 
front. He recognizes changes 
and prepares for them. He knows 
that profit depends on selling 
price, production costs, and vol* 
ume of business and sets about 
to provide the best of these. 

He has a strict high code of 
ethics. If his ethics are not cor- 
rect, it won't be teng until he is 
replaced by a man who is ethi- 
cal. He must deal in truth and 
facts. The third characteristic of 
a good manager is that he adopts 
problem-solving techniques. First 
thing to do is recognise a prob- 
lem and get a clear definition of 
it from all concerned. Then he 
collects facts, sorts arid separates 
them into those needed. Next is 
the selection of s solution and 
organizing to carry K out. Fin- 
ally, the results mast be evalu- 
ated—did he get the job done? 

The good manager seeks sim- 
ple solutions. Simplicity is a 
sign of grestness. Nobody is im- 
pressed with s complicated, 
weight-throwing-Sround mana- 
ger. Thomas Edison once wanted 
to know the volume of a light 
bulbv Engineers tried, but after 
making complex formulas they 
weren't sure. Edison suggested 
they fiU a light bulb with water 
and measure the volume of wa- 
ter it held. There is usually a 
simple way.

As the nation has swung from a predominantly 
rural to ad urban-W1ter«d population, tWs man 
has adapted his product to cfty use as well. His 
users are delighted with the product, and the 
market has expanded steadily over the years. 

As his company grew, the man employed a 
staff of advertising and public relations experts 
to spread his products name far and wide. They 
have done such a good job that now, even though 
not all Americans buy his product, they have al! 
heard of it and have a generally good impression 
Lay of it. Some don't buy it Iwcause it isn't available 
in the stores In their community. (The company is expanding its 
marketing, though, to reach more areas.) Some prefer another 
brand of the same type of product. 

As many businesses are doing these days, this man's com|>auv 
i» engaging in market research to find where else the product will 
seU, what new uses it might have, and other important sales facts. 
Brand that Only Farm People Buy 
Just the other day. one of the researchers, while interviewing 
a potential buyer of the product who is uot now a customer, got 
an unusual comment. "I remember your brand from when 1 was 
a boy,** this person said, 'it's a good product; 1 believe that. But 
it's always been a brand that farm people buy. I'm afraid if I put 
it m my home, my friends will see the container and laugh at me. 
They 11 probably call me a 'hick* or a 'hayseed*. ThatH why 1 don't 
buy vour brand" 

Checking around, the researcher found several other people 
that felt about the same way-*not many, but a few. He. reported 
this to the owner of the company. And what profound effect the 
new had on that man! 

After brooding about the fact, the owner lias come up with a 
major decision. He's going to change the name of the product! 
That way, people wont recognise its rural background. But the 
new name won't mean a thing to |x>tcntial buyers, All the good 
wiH built up in the old product's name will be lost. 

What do you think of that decision? l*> you think this busi- 
nessman is doing the right thing in changing from a well-established 
and well-thought-of name to one that nobody will recognise ? 

I think it's a very poor decision, giving up pillions of sales 
because of a few objeetkms--ohjections that good selling could over 
come. 

Prodmt is 4-H Club Work 
As you may have guessed, the above is not quite a true story. 
But it's a true story in 'disguise. The product is 4-H Club Work. 
It's true about the public recognition and good impression of the 
name, and the use of the program by million*. And, sad to say, it's 
true that there are those— even in 4-H— who feel that because I 
4-H has a rural background, it isn't flexible enough for urban 
application. There have even been scattered incidents where the 
"hayseed" reputation of 4-H has caused a few potential city club 
members to stay out 

But those are minor problems that either good public relations 
or careful program planning ran overcome. 

City folks often do have an image of 4-H that calls to their 
1 a uoy with a calf. The |>ubli< image of 4-H can be expanded, 
jfh. The educational aspects of citizenship and leadership 
training can be brought out. 

4-H Is flexible, Useful 
Doesn't the fact that 4-H has survived an urban ppoulation 
shift prove its flexibility? (it has even strengthened during that 
shift.} Isn't the "Head, Heart, Hands, and Health" framework 
broad enough to encompass every new project, every new direc- 
tion? Don't the 2i million alumni of 4-H Clubs lend a strength to 
this nanae that is vital? Isn't the universal acceptance of 4-H as 



A manager must recognize 
signs of a Toss of vitality In the 
business. If he can't spot weak- 
nesses the whole works will go 
to pot. 

A good manager is an inno- 
vator and thinks creatively. IBM 
says think! History says think 
back. The future demands that 
we think ahead. Success says, 
"Think Big." Any direction you 
go require it, looks like. The on- 
ly time thinking is not required 
is when you are standing still! 

The manager must also be a 
motivator. President Eisenhower 
said the art of getting someone 
else to do what you want done 
because he wants to do it is mo- 
tivation. 

Communication is important 
and the good manager must be 
a good communicator. If you 
can t be understood, if your sub- 
ordinates can't talk to you, if 
you are a loner on this communi- 
cation deal — then may the Lord 
help you! 

The last characteristic of a 
good manager is the most impor- 
tant. He is a decision maker. He 
must have the ability and willing- 
ness to take responsibility. He 
must make a reasoned guess- 
beyond where the facts lead — 
based on insufficient informa- 
tion, and he must be right more 
often than wrong. 

By the way, the owner who 
has such a manager is really 
fixed up. Don't go behind his 
back giving his men other orders 
or directions. Q?. course, you 
must be available for anybody 
to take troubles to, but back up 
your manager unless he needs 
correcting, and if he does, do 
it privately. 

Make your manager responsi- 
ble, and give him authority 
enough to back up the responsi- 
bility. Keep the stumps plowed 
out of the road, and get back 
out of the way! 
PLANNING YOUR ' 

APPLE PRUNING 

There are some basic prin- 
ciples that should be followed 
in pruning apple trees to develop 
strong trees capable of high 



Pruning should emphasize 
elimination of weak wood, light 



penetration throughout the tree, 
regulation of tree height and 
shape, and thorough spray cov- 
erage. Well pruned bees are 
easier and more economical to 
harvest. 

Weak wood is usually found 
on the low growing, shaded 
branches hanging down from 
main limbs. These are the areas 
that produce fruit of small size 
and poor color. Care should be 
taken to prevent matted branch- 
es, for such conditions prevent 
light penetration and adequate 
spray coverage. 

As far as possible, open up a 
tree by pruning from die outside. 
This practice is speeded by use 
of power pruning tools. Trees 
that a,oo too high cannot be 
sprayed properly and are hard to 
pick. Standard trees should be 
held to about 20 feet. In heading 
back the tops, cut to a strong 
lateral branch. 

The fundamental objective in 
pruning young trees is to estab- 
lish a strong scaffold system, 
which wide angled well-spaced 
branches that will not split from 
heavy winds or heavy crops of 
fruit. A judicious training pro- 
gram should be confined to the 
first three or four years. 

The natural tendency is for 
crotch angles to become narrow- 
er with branches prom to bend 
upward or inwsro ss the apple 
tree grows. This involves two or* 
jectives: a system of training thi 
first year that will insure the de- 
velopment of wide crotch angles 
on all permanent branches, and 
employing methods' that counter- 
act the natural tendency of 
crotch angles to grow narrower 
and branches to bead inward to 
the trunk.

The "Mount Olympus" at- 
mosphere invoked by the moun- 
tain range naming of our am- 
phibious command ships is a 
well-taken comparison. During 
an amphibious assault the AOCs 
serve as the nucleus from which 
command decisions are issued to 
the fleet. 

In keeping with their name- 
sakes, the dock landing ships 
provide a fortress-home for non- 
ocean-going assault craft. The 
LSDs. one of the vessels with a 
landing ship designation, can 
ballast down and receive several 
small craft through their stern 
door. 

Pocono, currently the flagship 
of Vice Admiral John S. Mc- 
Cain, Jr., Commander Atlantic 
Fleet Amphibious Force, is 
named for a Pennsylvania moun- 
tain range. She has sailed under 
almost as many stars from her 
main truck (the second and nigh 
est mast) as those in the sky- 
having served as flagship for 
over a dozen admirals in her 
1 9 years. 

The laconic mountain range

Awarding organization* invest in a man what is in effect 
shout one-hatf a year's salary with few strings attached. Thus, the 
prospect mutt have had convincing potential to win an award. 

Here is a rundown of the major awards : 

*Thk year four University faculty member* were awarded the 
John Simon Guggenheim Memorial Foundation Fellowships. No 
rqbre than one faculty member a year had received the grant 
previously. 

Altogether, 312 United States and Canadian fellows were 
appointed this year from nearly as many universities. 

GuggenheJms are designed for scholars to do post-graduate 
research and for artist* for artistic creation. Emphasis Is on the 
personal development of scholars and artiste of high promise. 

Six University students were awarded Fulbright Fellowships 
for graduate study abroad. This is four more than last year. In 
previous years, an average of one fellowship a year had been 
awarded to University graduate students. 

Two University undergraduate* in the College of Arts and 
Sciences received Danforth scholarships for four years of graduate 
study. 

The coveted Danforth, whoee purpose it it to encourage stu- 
dents to become college teacher*, was awarded, to only 1 11 students 
out of more man 1,000 competitor*.

VIRGINIA BEACH — The 
newly formed Virginia Beach 
Mental Health Study Group last 
Friday made public 15 recom- 
mendations designed to relieve 
the over taxed conditions at the 
Atlantic Mental Hygiene Cen- 
ter and the city's public service 
departments. 

The study, which has been 
underway since October, points 
out that much of the city's men- 
tal health problems arise from 
lack: of adequate psychiatric fa- 
cilities at military bases here 
and mentions specifically that 
70 per cent of the children 
treated at the center are military 
dependents. 

One of the major recommen- 
dations in the study is the ap- 
pointment of a committee to se- 
cure means of obtaining federal 
funds to help defray the cost of 
caring for the mental health 
needs of military dependents. 

Although the study cites the 
work being done in special edu- 
cation classes in the public 
schools, it states that "problems 
confronting the emotionally iH 
and their families are not yet 
met by our community. 

While much of the burden 
rests with transient military per- 
sonnel who must depend cm lo- 
cal mea**iHsiijil^*jid^*dus^ 
al facuHrii* *e trerrsjadous 
growth H Artlian population fr 
also payin« its toll. 

The city's nine Public Health 
Nurses and one supervisor of 
nurses, for instance, made 3,000 
more home visits during the past 
year than in previous years. 
Forty-nine percent of these calls 
dealt with the maternal and 
child care program. 

The 15 recommendations in- 
clude: 

1. Additional building space, 
personnel and operating funds 
for the Atlantic Mental Hygiene 
Center with hopes of including 
such programs as day esse for 
patients able to return home 
evenings and weekends and re- 
habilitative services in vocation- 
al, educational and social pro- 
grams. 

2. A feasibility study to de- 
termine the need for a treat- 



ment and training center for the 
mentally ill and retarded per- 
sons in this area.

THE EDITOR 

Dear Sir: 

Your announcement of my 
appearance recently before the 
St. Nicholas Men's Club which 
included a photograph of me in 
company with our Jate Presi- 
dent was accurate in all icspects 
except reference to assignment 
as Russian interpreter to Presi- 
dent Kennedy. 

When I was Head of the U.S. 
Navy Language School, 1957- 
1960, in addition to offering in- 
struction in nine foreign lan- 
guages, we began a program to 
teach English to foreign military 
officers who attended our school 
at six week intervals. As part 
of our orientation program to 
familiarize these foreign guests 
with our country 1 arranged for 
the students to visit many of the 
outstanding people and places 
available in the Washington 
area. One important personality 
in each facet of American life 
was selected to explain America 
to our foreign students. 

In the' fiel dof government, 
Senator Kennedy, despite his 
trying schedule during this per- 
iod, agreed to meet with these- 
foreign military personnel. When 
we arrived at His office, he 
placed everything aside and was 
a most gracious host. The visit 
to the then Senator was a high- 
light of our program. His ex- 
planations of our way of life, 
insight into our governmental 
functions, and his remarkable 
humble rapport with these for- 
eign guests were most impres- 
sive. As a teacher I have incor- 
porated many of he remarks on 
American government into my 
classroom presentations, last 
year at Cox High School and this 
year at Norfolk Academy. The 
President was especially apt in 
highlighting the vivid contrasts 
between our form of government 
and that of the communist 
world. 

la May 1962 I began a new 
assignment in Communist Ger- 
many as a liaison officer and in- 
terpreter to the Comntander-in- 
Chief of Soviet Forces. 

The picture of John F. Ken- 
nedy in the December 15, 1964 
issue of the Sua-Ncws is prob- 
ably particularly rjtre since it is 
the only one 1 have seen showing 
the President with his glasses.

One of the gayest and newest 
ideas for Christmas is an en- 
chanting candy and cooky car- 
ousel surrounded by sugar plum 
goodies. 

Fit a piece of aluminum foil 
into each of 2 (9-inch) layer 
cake pans, covering bottom and 
sides and extending beyond rim 
of pan. Prepare Ipllipop mixture 
ana immediately pour into pre- 
pared pans, about % the mix- 
ture into one and V& the mixture 
into the second. 

When thicker layer has set 
enough to support diem (about 
5 minutes), stand 6 dowel sticks 
(each 5"V* inches long, Vi-iach, 
in diameter) upright in candy 
equal distances around the edge 
of pan, and alternating I inch 
and 2 inph^s jn from edge. If 
necessary, support sticlas with 
hands a few seconds, or until 
firm. Sticks muss be $&iaig!ht 
and tops event to support top of 
carousel. To test arrangement of 
sticks, try balancing an empty 
layer cake pan on top of sticks. 
Let set until candy layer is cold 
and hard- Lift candy from pan, 
using ends of- foil, then remove 
foil. Place on flat plate. Wrap 
ribbon around dowels.

I Mi teaspoons almond extract 
Few drops vegetable coloring, or 
cocoa for brown color 
Sift flour, suga f and baking 
powder together into mixing 



bowl. Cut in margarine until 
mixture resembles fine crumbs, 
men stir in eggs and extract ujf- 
til smooth dough forms. Chill % 
of the dough. Tint the remaining 
Mi with a few drops food col- 
oring or a small amount of co- 
coa; set aside. Roll dough, H at 
a time, to Vfc-»neh thickness on 
floured board. Cut into animal 
shapes. Place on ungreased 
cooky sheet. Press tinted cooky 
dough through a decorating tube 
onto cookies to form desired 
pattern. Bake in 375 degrees P.

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OUTDOOR XMAS DECORATIONS 
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Hera's a bright and Colorful 
Christmas tree to decorate your 
front town for the hobdaya.

In- 
clude the ornament and trim 
details. The folks at the Thor 
Center for Better Living say 
this method enables even the 
most unartlstlc to faithfully re- 
produce the Christmas tree la 
wood. 

When you have completed 
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your outline, cut out the tree 
with a power Jig aaw. After 
the cutting is completed, use 
your aander on an edges and 
surfaces. Use the picture at left 
as a guide for painting. It may 
be necessary to repeat the 
drawing of lines for the tree'* 
trim, but this will enable you 
to get a good reproduction for 
your lawn. Nail the I x I to 
the back of the tree to line with 
the trunk and let tt extend It 
inches below the pot Drill tiny 
boles all over the tee* to let the 
wind and light paae through. 
If you're making a vary large 
tree, use pegboard and a larger 
stake to reduce risk of tt blow- 
ing over. Paint the back and 
sharpen the stake so it will be 
easy to hammer Into the ground.

The search for new drugs is enormously expensive in 
of both time and money. 

"Before any drug is admitted to clinical tests in man, cloll 
to $500,000 will have been expended in research, development ani 
animal testing," says Dr. Burger. "Few other business venturT 
involve so much risk and so many failures." 

The University has been conducting research in medicinal* 
chemistry since 1929, when studies of the chemical structure $ J t 
morphine were begun as the University's first federally supportejdi t 
research project. 

During World War II, Dr. R. E. Lutz and a group of students.!' 
jarticipated in the national effort to devise new and more effective"! 
antimalarial drugs. Dr. Burger and his students have synthesized 
about 630 experimental drugs for biological tests, often as the 
final step of months or years of complicated chemical syntheses. 

. There are four major ways in which a medicinal chemist can 
find a "lead" compound with which to begin his search for a new, 
drug: imitation of another drug, study of ancient folklore foft^ 
therapeutic substances, screening a large number of chemicals jay# 
a test which imitates some facets of a given disease, or working 
on a hypothesis of modern biochemical thought even though a)- 
suffers from many unexplained gaps in knowledge. 

Among many useful drugs developed from folklore informa- 
tion are morphine, codeine and papaverine' from the unripe Oriei 
tal poppy. . £j 

Reserpine taken from a Himalayan shrub had been used in_ 4 
India for 2,000 years for the treatment of high blood pressure aftjjjj 
insanity. Today reserpine has proved of great value in the clinicaj 
treatment of hypertension and anxiety stages. 

Occasionally, one may have beginners hick and find "the" 
best drug right away, but ordinarily the chemist will modify the , 
lead chemical to arrive at the most suitable drug of the serieSjEo 
Dr. Burger said. 

A suitable drug must be strong enough to be effective, whu*,^ 
at the same time having a njuiimiim number of. side effects. 

Before any^rffcdicitft^dawlfePsbld or distributed in this country 
it must have been thoroughly tested and approved by the Food and 
Drug Adrninistration of the United States Department of Health.

NORFOLK — A booklet for 
recovered heart attack patients 
has been issued by Tidewater 
Heart Association. The associa- 
tion notes that the person who 
has had a coronary attack has 
had a sobering, if not frightening 
experience. But once he has suc- 
cessfully weathered the conval- 
escent stage, the patient who has 
recovered from a heart attack 
can: 

* Take up life more or less 
where he left off, with certain 
not-too-difficult modifications; 

* Usually return to his old job; 

* Engage in a reasonable 
amount of recreation and exer- 
cise — take walks, play golf, 
swim and go fishing — providing 
he does not experience pain, 
shortness of breath or other 
symptoms. 

All in all, with his doctor's 
assistance, he can look forward 
to a satisfactory, fujl life. He 
need not view himself as a per- 
manent invalid. 

These reassurances appear in 
a new booklet, "After a Coron- 
ary," just published by the 
American Heart Association and 
its affiliates. Intended to give the 
coronary patient information to 
help allay undue worries and 
fears about his illness, and thus 
to help speed his recovery, it is 
based on a pamphlet formerly 
published by the Metropolitan 
Life Insurance Company. 

Stressing the importance of 
proper medical supervision 
throughout, the booklet asks 
and answers questions that "of- 
ten occur when the doctor isn't 
there or are forgotten when he 
is." Or they may remind the pa- 
tient of others to ask his doctor. 

•Example: "Are marriage re- 
lations likely to be harmful for 
a person who has had a heart 
attack?" Answer: "Normal mari- 
tal relations are not usually 
harmful after convalescence."

VIRGINIA BEACH — The 
Chesapeake Bay Bridge and 
Tunnel Commission today an- 
nounced toll rate changes giving 
lower rates to trucks with four 
and five axles and to small com- 
mercial vehicles towing trailers. 
The new toll rates, effective 
Jan. I, reduce the charge for 
five axle vehicles from $16.00 to 
to $13.00. Rates on four axle 
trucks go down from $13.00 to 
to $12.00. 

The reductions were made on 
recommendation of Wilbur 
Smith and Associates, traffic 
consultants to the Bridge-Tunnel 
Commission. S m i t h's recom- 
mendations followed a study 
called for in the bond trust in- 
denture that governs operation 
of the 17.6-mile crossing be- 
tween the Virginia mainland and 
the Delmarva Peninsula. 

"The changes correct some in- 
equities in our toll structure," 
Commission Chairman Lucius J. 
Kellam said. "We also anticipate 
that the lower rates will result in 
ncreased truck traffic over our 
facility." 

Smaller vehicles benefiting 
from the changes are station 
wagons and carry-alls registered 
as commercial vehicles. Previ- 
ously charged $5.00, they now 
will be classified as passenger 
vehicles and charged the basic 
rate of $4.00 for car and driver. 
They also become eligible for a 
combination toll rate with the 
Hampton Roads Bridge-Tunnel 
connecting Norfolk with Hamp- 
ton and Newport News. 

Although the toll for pick-up 
trucks, panel trucks and delivery 
vans remains at $5.00, these ve- 
hicles along with the station 
wagons and carry-alls get a big 
break if pulling utility, camp or 
boat trailers less than 21 feet in 
length. Until now their toll has 
been $10.00 or $13.00, depend- 
ing on whether the trailer had 
one or two axles. As of Jan. 1, 
they will pay their base vehicle 
rate of $4.00 or $5.00, plus 
$1.00 for a single axle trailer or 

.$2QQ,fer^4J»o-a5l8 trailer. 

Mr. Kellam poWtetf ewt that 
the Little Creek Ferry, which the 
Bridge-Tunnel replaced last 
April 15, charged trucks up to 
$24.00 based on total length of 
vehicle and load. The initial 
Bridge-Tunnel toll schedule pro- 
vided a rate reduction for almost 
all trucks except those with four 
and five axles. 

"In revising the rates for cer- 
tain vehicle classifications," Kel- 
lam said, "the Traffic Engineer 
and the Commission are trying to 
correct the inequity m regard to 
four and five-axle trucks.' 

He noted that truck operators 
like to use the coastal route 
served by the Bridge-Tunnel be- 
cause it enables them to avoid 
hills, traffic congestion and 
freezing weather conditions. It 
offers a distance saving of some 
55 miles on truck runs between 
eastern Virginia-North Carolina 
and Philadelphia-New York- 
New England, and on all runs 
a time saving of two hours over 
the old ferry crossing. For many 
truckers the time saving can 
mean an additional run each 
week with the same equipment. 
We hope the new rate sched 



to the Bridge-Tunnel." Kellam 
said. "It will allow truckers to 
send more cargoes on this route 
economically, and this will lead 
to an increase in total revenue 
for the Bridge-Tunnel."

"Throughout the holidays, 
remind all the family members, 
young and old alike, about the 
hazards of shattered ornaments 
and lights, the pointed needles on 
wreaths and trees, the keen edges 
of wrapping materials, and the 
threat or fire," Dr. Ferree said. 
"A good measure of common 
sense will keep the holidays 
happy." 

1 he National society estimates 
that eye accidents will strike 
nearly 12,800 American young- 
sters during the Christmas per- 
iod. Wise toy purchases would 
do much to reduce this total, ac- 
cording to the 56-year-old health 
agency. 

"Youngsters often ask for 
Christmas toys that are too ad- 
vanced for them," said Dr. Fer- 
ree. "A normally-safe toy such 
as a chemistry set or tool kit can 
cost an eye if mishandled in 
small or inexperienced hands. 
Make sure your child is capable 
of handling safely every play- 
thing he gets from Santa." 

Missile-type toys like darts 
and archery sets are particu- 
larly dangerous to eyesight. 
Check with local authorities if 
your child wants an air rifle or 
pellet gun; such instruments are 
illegal in some communities. 
Above all, if any of these gifts 
are on your Christmas list, make 
sure that the child is well 
grounded in the rules of safety 
before he uses them. Later may 
be too late.

Evergreens lose water contin- 
uously during the winter. Shrubs 
and small trees subjected/to dry- 
ing winds, or growing in sunny 
leeauom, will lose more water 
than protected plants. 

Mulches of leaves or peat 
moss around the base of the 
trees and shrubs will increase 
moisture retention during win- 
lar moinna. 

Wrapping the base of young, 
smooth-barked wees to a height 
of three or four feet with bur- 
lap, building paper, or nursery 
paper reduces the danger of 
winter injury. 

When winter injury occurs, 
dead branches should be re- 
moved as soon is recognised in 
the aprint.

It's easier to take 
samples now, with the ground 
■■frozen. Alto, by sending ta 
your sefl mnptes now, you can 



avoid the earlysprrng rush and 
you'll receive your fertilizer rec- 
ommendations in a minimum of 
time. 

Fertilizer plans should begin 
with a reliable soil test. By get- 
ting the soil test early, you can 
take advantage of price discounts 
that fertilizer companies offer at 
this time of the year. Sometimes 
they amount to as much as $3 to 
$5 per ton. 

When you take a soil sample, 
remember that the soil tests and 
fertilizer recommendations will 
reflect what your sample shows. 
If the sample does not represent 
the area to be fertilized, the 
••commendations will not be 
the best for the area, and they 
may even be completely wrong. 
How can you be sure that the 
sample you send will represent 
the area you are going to fer- 
tilize? First, divWe the field 
you're going to sample into uni- 
form soil areas. Sample each 
area separately if there are 
marked differences in slope, soil 
color, or soil texture. There may 
be differences in the fertility 
level of these soils, with resultant 
differences if fertilizer needs. 

Comider the past /nafeage- 
ment of the area you're sampling 
Make a separate sampling for 
any pare of the field which has 
been fertilized, limed, or man- 
ured differently from the re- 
mainder of the field. This area 
would probably test differently 
and have different fertilizer re- 
quirements, ^^

In taking soil samples from 
each uniform area, be sure that 
you have enough sub-samples or 
soil cores to adequately repre- 
sent the area. You will need be- 
tween three and five subsamples 
per arce. Don't take samptes in 
any unusual areas, such as back 
furrows, eroded spots, old 
fence rows, and old straw stacks. 
As vou take the subsamoles, 
place them in a clean pail. After 
finishing mix thoroughly the 
soil in the bucket. Then fill a 
soil sample box and bring to my 
office. ii 

DYNAMOMETER TESTS 
CAN SAVE MONEY 

A dynamometer test can save 
farmers with lar^e tractors up to 
several hundred dollars yearly. 
Many farmers are not receiv- 
ing maximum horsepower from 
their tractors. Today, with an 
ever-increasing number of 
larger, more powerful tractors, 
a regular check on the amount 
of horsepower being produced is 
especially Important. 

The tractor dynamometer is 
a portable machine which meas- 
ures the torque and speed devel- 
oped by the power take-off 
shaft. A special scale then con- 
verts these measurements to 
horsepower. 

If, after using the dynamom- 
eter, you were abte to get an in- 
crease in horsepower of more 
than 10 per cent and a decrease 
in fuel consumption of more than 
14 per cent you would not only 
be getting more efficiency, but 
saving money also. 

I suggest a check-up at least 
once a year or, for tractors used 
more than 1,000 hours annually, 
a semi-annual check-up. 

When a dynamometer test 
reveals that horsepower is lack- 
ing, mechanics usually check the 
air cleaner, spark plugs, gover- 
nor, and set the timing and car- 
buretor. 

About 90 per cent of all trac- 
tors tested need new sets of 
spark plug*, Scventv-two per cent 
need carburetor adjustments and 
more than half require timing 
adjustment and governor re- 
pairs. 

.Your local tractor deafer will 
usually have a dynamometer 
available. Cost of the test is in- 
deed minor when compered to 
the amount you might cut your 
fuel bill and the time you 

RAfi^DiSTRBimON B 
KEY TO RESTRICTED 
FEEDING 

Rapid distribution is the key 
to success for poultrymen who 
are using restricted feeding pro- 
gram. 

Some mechanical feeders are 
not designed well for this, type 
of feeding. You can improve 
their efficiency by placing the 
feed hopper hi the center of the 
house. Run a sepearate track to 
both ends of the house so you 
can deliver the feed everywhere 
simultaneously. This cuts in half 
the distance that the feed must 
travel. Sometimes, too, you can 
speed up the chain to get the 
falter distribution. 

Feed must be properly formu- 
lated if you are feeding on a re- 
stocked basis. The productive 
energy should be at kast 930 



calories per pound of feed. For 
pullet rations, protein should be 
18 per cent; for breeder rations, 
17 per cent. 



If you are hand feeding, I 
suggest a feed cart. Divide the 
flock into pens of less than 1000 
hens when you hand feed. With 
tube feeders, allow 166 feet of 
trough space per bird. Allow 22 
bird,s for a 15-inch pan feeder 
and 20 birds for a 13-inch pan 
feeder. 

The only way to do a real 
good job of restricted feeding is 
to use scales and sample weigh 
the flock. Because the strain of 
bird, the type of house, the ra- 
tion fed, and the season of year 
will greatly influence the feedin", 
program, we must keep body 
weights on schedule. 

Sample weigh the replace- 
ments every two weeks, begin- 
ning with the eighth week of age, 
and breeding flock every month, 
beginning with the week the 
flock peaks in production.

A gumdrop star — a frosty i step — after the star is cut out of , gin each wing, lay down a T 



Christmas bell — sputnik-like 
tree ornaments — a delicate an- 
gel — these are just a few of 
the oh-so-easy-to-make Yule- 
tide decorations that the whole 
family will have fun creating. 
And the cost is just pennies. 

For a family session, play 
carols on the phonograph, ga- 
ther round the kitchen table, and 
see to it that each member has 
his chore. The materials you'll 
need to make the Christmas bell 
are: 

2 boxes Diamond Round Tooth- 
picks 
One 9" x 12" rectangular sheet 
of Styrofoam, one inch thick 
(available at five-and-dime 
and novelty stores) 
One can of snow spray 
A table knife 

A pencil, a 9"xl2" piece of pa- 
per and a pair of scissors. 
Start by drawing a large bell 
on the paper. Cut it out and then 
trace tne outline on the Stvro- 
foam. Carefully cut out the Sty- 
rofoam bell with a table knife. 

The children can take over 
now. What remains is the placing 
of the toothpicks in the Styro- 
foam at regular intervals and 
putting the final touch on with 
the snow spray. 

Put your Christmas bell aside 
to drv, and go to work on a tasty 
gumdrop star that can serve as 
a lovely centerpiece. Ingredients 
ate: 

50 Diamond Round Toothpicks 
One 8" square sheet of Styro- 
foam, one inch thick 
50 red and green gum drops 
An 8" x 8" piece of paper. 

The, first step here, as in the 
case of the bell, is to make a 
pattern on the 8-in-square piece 
of paper, and trace the outline 
on the Styrofoam. While you're 
doing this, another member of 
the work party can be placing 
a gumdrop on one end of each 
of the 50 toothpicks. The last 



the Styrofoam with the table 
knife— is to mount the tooth- 
picks onto the star edges at reg- 
ular intervals. The toothpicks 
you have left over should be 
pierced into the face of the star. 
Your gumdrop star will look 
wonderful mounted on the wall 
or used as a table centerpiece. 

Tiny toothpick angels can also 
add to your festive Christmas 
display. They're easy to assem- 
ble and you can just as easily 
make them by the dozen. For 
each one you'il need: 
28 Diamond Round Toothpicks 
2 Pipe Cleaners 
1 Marshmallow 
Yellow food coloring 
Two-sided cellophane tape 
Small bits of tin foil, cotton and 

cardboard 
Glue, scissors, pencil and paper, 

pen and ink 
Spray snow 

Begin your angel by fashioning 
a small cone of paper — which 
will serve as her dress. By cut- 
ting and bending the pipe clean- 
ers, arms and legs are easily 
made to fit the cone. Next take 
the marshmallow and create the 
angel's face with pen and ink. A 
bit of cotton — colored yellow 
with food coloring — can then be 
pasted firmly to the top of the 
marshmallow for hair. 

Cut the top of the cone off 
with a pair of scissors and place 
the angel's head in its proper po- 
sition. Fasten securely by insert- 
ing the tops of the pipe cleaner 
legs — which you've previously! 
fit under the cone dress — into 
the base of the marshmallow. 
Small bits of tin foil may then be 
fashioned into a sequin and a 
tiny horn, and glued into place 
on the dress. 

The last step — and perhaps 
the one requiring the most pa- 
tience — is to make the angel's 
delicate toothpick wings. To be- 



square of two-sided tape on 
smooth surface, preferably me- 
tal. Next, starting from the 
tape's left-hand corner npi 
spread out 14 toothpicl 
the ribs in a fan. 

While you're doing this, some- 
one else can be cutting a 1" cir- 
cle of cardboard and cutting jt 
into quarters. Now, cover one 
of the quarters on one side with , 
quick-dry glue and carefully 
place it over the toothpicks, with 
the glue facing down. It's im- 
portant that the point of the 
piece of cardboard coincide with 
the point where all the tooth- 
picks meet. Allow to dry. 

In about ten minutes, you 
should be able to lift the wing 
off its original tape foundation 
(carefully!); the toothpicks will 
be held in place by the piece of 
cardboard. After making a sec- 
ond wing, coat both with spray 
snow, attach to the angel with 
tape, and you're finished! 

For star-like ornaments that 
can really dress up your display, 
you'll need: 
Diamond Round Toothpicks — 

about 50 for each ornament 
Hard marshmallows 
Spray snow 

The harder the marshmallows 
are, the surer you can be that 
they'll hold the toothpicks 
straight. Cover as much of die 
surface of the marshmallows as 
possible with toothpicks, trying 
to push each one m the same 
distance, to insure a uniform 
effect. After the toothpicks are 
firmly set in place, spray with 
snow.

The Veterans Administration 
has recently given a more lib- 
eral interpretation of the term 
"Willful Misconduct" as related 
to the residuals of chronic al- 
coholism. 

The injurious effects of drink- 
ing alcohol may be placed gen- 
erally into two distinct groups: 
(1) the immediate effects con- 
sisting of disabling injuries or 
death resulting from a state of 
intoxication, and (2) the remote, 
organic secondary effects of long 
and continued use of alcohol re- 
sulting in impairment of body 
organs or systems leading to dis- 
ability or death. 

There is no change in consid- 
eration of group (I). The im- 
mediate effects of intoxication 
continue to be called "Willful 
Misconduct". However, for those 
in group (2) continued use of al- 
cohol over a long period of time 
resulting in gastric ulcer, cirr- 
hosis of the liver, vitamin defi- 
ciency, acceleration of the de- 
bility of age, chronic brain symp- 
toms, the "Willful Misconduct" 
origin has been removed. 

The thinking behind this 
change is that it has long been 
known that tobacco is a causa- 
tive factor in the production of 
cancer, emphysema, and heart 
disease, and that it is illogical 
to apply one set ot rules with 
respect to tobacco, and a differ- 
ent set to the use of alcohol.

In some parts of Sweden, a 
man is wrapped ia a akin, and 
he carries wisps of straw in hit 
mouth so that they look like the 
bristles of a hog. 

According to the Shultoa 
Company, Queen Elizabeth 
really made die most of the cus- 
tom of giving Christmas pres- 
ents; she depended on gifts from 
courtiers to replenish her ward- 
robe! In fact, ladies of the Court 
presented her with the first silk 
stockings worn in tRirope. 

To make sure that their crops 
grew, Polish peasants used to 
drive harmful spirits away dar- 
ing the 12 days between Christ- 
1 mas and Epiphany. They burned 
pine resin ail night to rout 
witches from their homes, and 
on Christmas eve, they wrapped 
cloth around the base of trees to 
keep spirits out, and fired shot 
into fields to prevent supernatur- 
al beings from harming the land. 

While Christmas can mean 
many things to many people, the 
world itself has some peculiar 
slang uses. 'Christmas" can mean 
a sparkling article of clothing or 
jewelry. In World War 11, fliers 
used the word to describe a 
shower of metallic foil dropped 
by an airplane to jam enemy ra- 
dar systems. And a "Christmas 
tree" in the slang of drillers 
means the derrick of an oil or 
gas well! 

Called Noel by the French, 
Navidad by the Spanish, Natale 
by the Italians and WeUmachtea 
by the Germans, Christmas in 
our part of the world is derived 
from the Old English term 
Cristes maesse (Christ's Mass), 
a term first used in the 11th 
century. 

The earliest known Christmas 
hymn is Jesus refulsit omnium 
(Jesus, Light of All the Nations), 
written by Saint Hilary of Poi- 
tiers in the 4th century. However 
the first Christinas carol with the 
traditionally lighter tone was 
born in Italy among the early 
Franciscan monks. 

Decorating the Christmas tree 
is attributed to several sources- 
One story has Martin Luther 
putting candles on an evergreen 
to represent the stars on Christ- 
mas Eve. Another tells of St. 
Boniface when he was a mis- 
sionary in Germany in the 8th 
century. Trying to discourage a 
pagan regard for the oak, he led 
a group of people into a forest 
and gestured at a fir tree. He 
said it pointed to the Christ 
Child, and commanded them to 
take fir trees into their homes as 
a sign of their worship.

Moat insects also go through a 
melameyphpak which includes 
a dormant period or diapause. 
When the weather is severely 
cold, the dormant period often 
takes care of the weather prob- 
lem and the insect population 
survives m pupal or larval stage 
through the cold weather. 



Laboratory studies of insects 
tinder extremely cold conditions 
have been confirmed by findings 
of species in solid ice. Damp 
wood termites, for example, have 
heen found in blocks of ice and 
thawed to full activity. 

Animal pests, too, can sur- 
vive extreme cold, says Dr. 
Spear. When mice settle down in 
such places as cold storage 
vautfti, they simply grow thicker 
fur. Many species of squirrels, 
hamsters and other warm- 
blooded animals can hibernate 
when the mercury drops. 

*Int>ct and animal pests," 
Dr. Spear says, "have learned, 
like man, to live within their en- 
vironment and extremely cold 
weather is rarely an effective 
means of control," 

More effective than cold 
weather, he added, are the mod- 
em pesticides handled by trained 
pest control operators.

"How much, social security 
will I draw?" This is a question 
that often occurs to individuals 
who are planning to retire H|f»m- 
in the next year or so. In a great 
many of the cases, these individ- 
uals plan to retire at age 62 
with the 20-percent reduction. If 
you are one of these persons, 
then this information pertains to 
you. 

The amount of a person's so- 
cial security retirement benefit is 
based on the average of his earn- 
ings over a period of several 
years. For example, if a man 
were born in 1902, his benefit 
would be based on die average 
of his 1 1 highest years of earn- 
ings, starting with 1931 and end- 
ing with the year the man reaches 
age 65 except that his five low- 
est years of earnings will be 
dropped out of consideration. 
If it would give the person a 
higher average, we will average 
ginning at age 62. 

Perhaps there have been years 
in which there were no earnings 
for social security purposes, due 
to temporary illness, unemploy- 
ment, or working in a job not 
covered by social security for 
other reasons Such a situation 
would reduce the average earn- 
ings, and would thus tend to 
reduce the benefit amount. The 
opposite would also tend to hold 
true, if the worker's average 
earnings were running about 
$3000 and he or she had a coup- 
le of $400 years these $4000 
years would tend to increase the 
average earnings and consequent- 
ly the social security benefit 
amount. 

the person's earnings from 1937 
to age 65 again dropping out his 
five lowest years of earnings. 

Regarding the person whose 
earnings under social security 
have averaged $800 or less over 
die years, he would be eligible 
for the guaranteed minimum 
benefit of $40 per month begin- 
ning at age 65 — or $32 monthly 



The person whose average 
yearly earnings run about $1200 
per year can expect to qualify 
for a benefit amount of about 
$59 per month at age 65— or 
$47.20 beginning at age 62. 

The individual whose earnings 
have averaged about $3000 
over the years could expect his 
benefit amount at age 65 to be 
about $95 or $76 monthly be- 

The amount of a person's so- 
cial security monthly benefit 
amount is based on the average 
of his monthly earnings from 
1937 or 1950 to retirement age 
(65 for men, 62 for women) ex- 
cept that the five lowest years 
of earnings are dropped out of 
consideration; and except that 
the 20 percent reduction would 
apply if benefits began at age 62.

VIRGINIA BEACH — Two Maryland men, one an escapee 
from the Marybnd Penitentiary and the other recently released, 
are being held by Norfolk Police in connection with the abduction 
of a Wginia Beach Patrolman and Norfolk cab driver early 
Monday morning. 

Detective Lt. W. W. Davis said Monday that the two men 
abducted Patrolman Julius Whi- 
ley Lamm at gunpoint about 
1 :45 a.m. after he came to Pa- 
trolman Willie A. Padoe's aid 
in investigating an accident at 
Cavalier Drive and Holly Road. 

The two men, identified as 
Walter Joseph Smith, 29, and 
Roger Thomas Howard, 25, de- 
nied they were involved in the 
collision. They claimed they 
were walking "home" from a 
party instead of driving a ve- 
hicle and asked Lamm to take 
them in the patrol car to an ad- 
dress in the neighborhood of 
47th St. and Holly Road. 

After arriving at the address, 
Smith turned a 45 -caliber auto- 
matic on Lamm and took his gun, 
handcuffs and ammunition while 



Howard got behind the wheel of 
the patrol car. 

They instructed Lamm to di- 
rect them to Norfolk. As the car 
passed Military Highway Lam 
apparently provoked the duo, 
Davis said, and Smith turned 
the gun toward the patrolman. 
Lamm mrew up his arm to ward 
off the shot and the gun fired in 
the car 

They proceeded on Princess 
Anne Road and turned off into 
the Percy Street section of Nor- 
folk where they forced Lamm 
out of the police unit, handcuffed 
him to a fence and stuffed a 
handkerchief into his mouth to 
muffle any calls for help.

State Still Wants 
Bridge Plans Revised 



VIRGINIA BEACH — The 
State Highway Department has 
upheld its revisions of the city's 
plans for a high-level bridee 
across Rudee Inlet despite City 
Council's pleas that the depart- 
ment adhere to the original plans. 

City Manager W. Russell. 
Hatchett told Council Monday 
he had received a letter to this 
effect from Highway Department 
engineers. 

At Virginia Beach Council- 
man Stanely Hodges' suggestion, 
council drew up a resolution ask- 
ing that Hatchett and Frank 
Kellam, chairman of the Rudee 
Inlet Authority, meet with the 
city's consulting engineers on the 
project, Langley & McDonald, 
to "work something out." 

Several weeks ago council 
drew up another resolution ask- 
ing the State Highway Depart- 
ment to follow its original plan 
for the high-level bridge rather 
than a revised plan. 

State engineers want to elim- 
inate two 85-foot spans at the 
north end of the proposed Ru- 
dee Bridge on the assumption it 
will save about $57,000. 

Council claims the revision 
will eliminate a pedestrian walk- 
over and it will force pedestrian 
traffic to the beach across busy 
Pacific Avenue. 

Council Monday also passed 
on second • reading $161,438.34 
appropriations for drainage and 
highway projects, most of them 
in Kempsville Borough. 

The appropriations include: 
$16,500 for drainage in Bellamv 
Manor; $20,843.36. land fill 
equipment for the Public Works 
Department; $64,200.09, for 
sewer and sanitation lines; $30,- 
000 for an estimated fee on a 
sewerage oroiect; $7,671.40, for 
truck weighin* eouftpment for 
the Bureau of Safety; $7.0Q6.49 
for a left turn lane on Militarv 
Highwav: $6,727 for drainage in 
Kempsville; and $7,500 for con- 
struction in Lynnhaven.

This condition is caneo snacung ann is a iwrmai occur 
rence. All pile fabrics are subject to shading. The nap of most 
rugs and carpets does not stand up straight, but has a natural slo|*- 
in one direction. Shading occurs when this natural pile slope is 
disturbed, causing the pile in one area to lie in a different direction 
from other areas. Light reflected from sides of tufts makes the 
area look brighter than the area where light is reflected from ends 
of the tufts. (Wear, light, use or soil will cause All colors to change 
in time, but such changes are not related to shading. ) 

Shaded spots usually develop in heavy traffic areas. Shading 
may be especially pronounced in front of TV chairs and coffee 
tables and places where people turn in walking. Usually, Iw-tu-r 
quality rugs and carpets having deep lush pile show the greatest 
amount of shading. 

Shading can sometimes be corrected by professional cleaning. 
How completely it disappears depends on how severely the pile 
has been crushed. At times, however, shading may appear more 
pronounced after cleaning. 

When rugs and carpets are heavily coated with dirt and^soil 
discoloration, pile crushing is not apparent, but after the dirt and 
soil art removed, this condition is more noticable. A good rug 
cushion helps prevent excessive flattening of pile.

To Commuter Crawl

The urban ipnwl has produced the commuter's crawl. 
With aeveo out of every ten persons now living in urban areas, 
this Nation has been rapidly blocking itseli into a attte of virtual 
immobilization. Very few metropolitan areas 
have anything approaching adequate transporta- 
tion faculties — whether it » streets or highways, 
bases ot ftbweys. 

Today, millions of working people spend from 
one to two hours every day getting to and from 
work— agonizing, frustrating, costly hours. If 
a person could* cut even a half -boor off from , 
his daily transportation time, this would be the 
equivalent of a three-week vacation in one year's 
time. 
Today, the problem is serious.. Tomorrow the 
To-" 




appalling, 
day, we have 192 million people. 
By 1980, we shall hate more 
than 210 million people. By the 
year 2000, just 36 years from 
now, we shall have more than 
3 JO million people — twice as 
many as we had in I960. 
. And more than 7J percent of 
these people will be living in 
urban area. 

Public and private indifference 
has aggravated the problem. 

In the last vtcn years, use of 
public transportation declined 
about 40 percent. More than 
200 rail and bus lines were 
abandoned — many if the re 
maining ones are deteriorating 
fast. Increased use of cars has 
produced unimaginable conges- 
tion of streets and highways 
arith the added residual dangers 
of smog and air pollution. 

During the Eisenhower- 
Republican yean, Democrats 
pushed and supported mass 
transit legislation. Efforts were 
made to educate the rural areas 
which are unaware of the prob- 
lem and to enlist their support. 

Finally, after these many years 
of effort, the Johnson Adminis- 
tration and a Democratic 88 th 
Congress passed the Urban Mass 
Transportation Act of 1964. As 
President Johnson said when he 
signed the bill into law on July 
9, "This is, by any standard, one 
of the most profoundly signifi- 
cant domestic measures to be 
enacted by Congress during the 
1960V 



No one suggests that this, 
modest bill will be an instant 
solution to the problem of urban 
transportation but it offers a 
promising start. 

The Act authorizes a half- , 
billion dollars in Federal grants \ 
over the next three years to help 
states and cities to more ade- 
quately meet their transporta- 
tion needs now .and to make 
constructiVe, revolutionary plans, 
to meet the needs of tomorrow. 

This amount is small com- 
pared to the total need for addi- 
tional capital investment in ur- 
ban mass transportation. How- 
ever, it will act at "seed money* 
for much larger investments. 
The Federal and matching local 
grants will be made available 
only to the extent that needed 
capital cannot be financed] 
through revenues. For an in- 
dustry such as mass transporta- 
tion, this means that each dollar 
of public funds will produce 
many dollars of total new capi- 
tal investment; 

Today, when seven out of 10 
Americans live in urban areas, 
the Nation can no longer shrug 
off traffic jams and congested 
streets as merely "local prob- 
lems." While the solutions will 
have to be developed at the local 
level, this Act recognizes the 
fact that urban congestion is a 
national problem — and it pro- 
vides the means to do something 
about it.

"The Decision to Drop die 
Bomb" will be the first offering 
in this fifth year of "NBC White 
Paper" programs. It is the first 
to run 90 minutes. These special 

Srograms will be narrated by 
fBC News correspondent Chet 
Huntley and produced by NB£ 
News under Irving Gitlin, Execu- 
tive Producer of Creative Pro- 
jects. 

Producer-writer Fred Freed 
and associate producer-director 
Len Giovannitti, who combined 
oh the two "White Papers" on 
Cuba which won Emmy Awards 
last year, have teamed up again 
for "The Decision to prop the 
Bomb." 

Freed and Giovannitti took 
their cameras over much of the 
United States, to London, Japan 
and Berlin to film footnotes to 
history by some of the persons 
most responsible for Aa, devel- 
opment and use of the bomb for 
the Allies and the conduct of 
the Imperial Japanese govern- 
ment at the time. 

Together with newreel foot- 
age of the events themselves and 
much hitherto classified infor- 
mation, these 20-years-later af- 
terthoughts enable the "NBC 
White Paper" to preaent a com- 
prehensive document of the haz- 
ards and terrific gamble by the 
Allies in developing the bomb, 
the arguments for and against 
using it. the final awesome de- 
cision bv PreAtent Hair*t» S. 
Truman to use the weapon with- 
out orior warning and the now 
familiar but still terrhVins evi- 
dence of the holocausts in Hiro- 
shima wrecked by the bomb. 

The list of persons who will 
comment during the course of 
the program indicates the spe- 
cial's scope and depth of pur- 
pose. 

In addition to former Presi- 



dent Truman, some of those in- 
cluded in the program are Dr. 
Edward Teller, "father" of the 
H-bomb; Dr. Leo Szilard, one of 
the physicists who first solved 
the mystery of the atom and. who 
later opposed the use of the 
bomb; James F. Byrnes, who was 
Secretary of State at die time; 
Robert Lewis, co-pilot of the 
Enola Gay, the plane that 
dropped the bomb on Hiro- 
shima; Robert Oppenheimer, the 
physicist who headed the Los 
Alamos group in die develop- 
ment of the bomb, and Lt. Gen. 
Leslie Groves, who headed the 
Manhattan Project, which was 
the best kept secret of the war. 

Abo on the program are sev- 
eral Japanese ministers and of- 
ficials who recall the atmosphere 
in Japan at the time and bear 
out President Truman's asser- 
tion that thousands of American 
soldiers would have been killed 
in an invasion of the Japanese 
mainland had the bomb not been 
used to end the 



The finality of the bomb, 
punctuated by the complete cha- 
os in Tokyo as some military 
leaders commit suicide and 
others try to isolate the Emporer 
so a proclamation of surrender 
cannot be delivered, give vivid 
testimony to the end of not only 
a war, but of an age, and the 
beginning of an era that is still 
with us, with its problems not 
only unsolved, but more com- 
plex and cataclysmic than ever 
before.

A revolution in the field pf biology may one day lead to th***- 
answer of the ultimate question: what is life? *k % 

Biology used to be a descriptive science, in which biologist*** 
were engaged in describing differences between organisms. 

the biologist now has means to explore the ultrastructure ot 
cells(He can actually look inside the cell and examine at least some 
of tlife mysteries of what life is. 

'^Before, we asked: How does it look?" says Dr. Dietrich 
Bodenstein, chairman of the department df biology at the University 
of Virginia. "Now we ask: Why is it that way? What are the 
chemical properties that make it that way?" 

The means for this revolution have been instruments: electron': 
microscopes, ultra centrifuges, computers, new methods of chernK ',' 
cal analysis, and many others. Vj 

.Some of these instruments are now new in themselves, but tlv; 
applications of them to biological questions often are new. 

Modern instrumentation has meant that biologists can turn 
their attention in a direction they had been unable to go far before!' . 
to explain biolugical pheWMRepa- "" the -physical and chemical hgyev 

A new emphasis on the chemical and' physical aspects of 
biology has brought biochemistry to maturity, and in the process, 
brought the biologist, the physicist, and the chemist toother. _) 

But the "biology explosion" has brought with it numerous'" 
problems for the University of Virginia's department as well as tcf^. 
other universities. 

For example, the equipment absolutely necessary for research 
in biology often is expensive. 

A single electron microscope, installed last fall at the Univer-, *^ 
sity, cost $40,000. The additional auxiliary equipment necessary. 
cost $60,000. 

Aside from cost, the instruments also are complicated. 

"Instrumentation is so important that we now give a special, 
graduate course in instrumentation so students can operate equip- 
ment needed for their special tasks," Dr. Bodenstein said. y 

Other problems of the new biology relate to the devisiveness it 
has brought among biologists. 

Complicated investigations in biology have resulted inevitably 
in an intense amount of specialization. 

"This means that we, as a biology department, must specialize 
ourselves," Dr. Bodenstein said. "We have developed the depart:^! 
ment into one specializing in experimental biology at the biochemir \ 
cal and molecular level.' £ '„ « 

Because there is so much that can &t? learned, a biology studentjC 
must specialize very early in his career in the same manner as his-. 
professors. 

In his undergraduate years, the student' is trained as broadfy 
as possible in fundamentals of biology. But even in the late stages ^ 
of this work, the mTttergraduate begins to specialize. As for * 
graduate, he specializes from the very first clay.

"If a policeman got in trouble, 
he had to take care of it by him- 
self. No one was going to pitch 
in to help— nor would they tes- 
tify afterwards. 

"My first day on the force, I 
had just sat down to dinner with 
my wife when I heard someone 
call my name. Going out to/ the 
back porch, I could see a man 
on horseback." ■ 

Spence's porch was a high 
one. The man on horseback urged 
hsi horse through the darkness 
until spence and the man could 
see one another's face. 

"Hear you * just got on the 
force," said the man. 
"That's right." 

"WeH, the big boys sent me 
around to see you cause they 
knew I knew you." 
"That so?" 

"Yep. They want to put a 
still back in the woods behind 
your house." The man then ex- 
plained how the operation would 
be run, went into a long solilo- 
quy on the low pay of police- 
men, and ended by offering $100 
a week just for the use of his 
woods.

18th and Atlantic directing traf- 
fic and doing general patrol 
work on the same spot he's occu- 
pied most every Sunday for the 
past 12 years. 

For the past four summers, 
Spence has done general police 
work for Frontier City. This 
time of the year, one might find 
him doing a little target snooting, 
fishing, or gun work. 

"A man's liberty is the most 
precious thing on earth. A po- 
liceman must be very- careful in 
jeopardizing that liberty. A 
man's liberty must be taken away 
only by due process of law,' 
said Spence. 

Spence has always believed a 
peace officer should keep the 
peace. "It's better to stop trouble 
before it starts than to arrest a 
lot of people afterwards." 

Still a policeman does find the 
need to place people under ar- 
rest at times, and these people 
sometimes make threats. Some- 
times these threats get carried 
out.. 

"One Sunday my wife and I 
went to the store," recalls Spence. 
"It was a warm day and I left 
my coat and gun home. Well, 
these three fellows that I'd ar- 
rested before saw that I was 
unarmed. 

" 'We're going to beat you to 
death,'" they said, and started 
closing in. 

"I tried to talk them out of it, 
but they jumped me. 

"Now I was brought up in 
the country ami I've stayed in 
pretty good shape all my life. 
1 whipped all three! As far as 
1 was concerned that was the 
end of it. They got a good beat- 
ing, so I didn't see any use in 
arresting them. 

"But the three of them went 
and got a warrent for me. I was 
fined $2.50 tor whipping them! 
How about that?" 

Spence is concerned about the 
number of communists in the 
United States. He feels the 
communists have two immediate 
goals — discrediting honest law 
enforcement officers, and dis- 
arming the American public. 

Letting, his eyes sweep over 
his one story green house, Spence 
remarked "It's me home of a 
poor pohceman. But ewery man 
has to live with himself— wheth- 
er he's a poHcetnan or not If I 
had it to do aH over again, I'd 
still be a peace of fker. And I'd 
still play it

It was during a visit to her 
home by field representative 
Ridinger to discuss a social se- 
curity matter with one or her 
patients, that Mrs. Litchfield 
asked Mr. Ridinger about so- 
cial security. He discovered that 
Mrs. Litchfield's work was cov- 
ered and proceeded to take her 
application for benefits and since 
she had never had a social se- 
curity card, he took an applica- 
tion for an account number card 
also. 

Mr. Ridinger instructed Mrs. 
Litchfield how she would have 
to get her records together and 
file delinquent tax returns and 
pay the delinquent taxes and in- 
terest. Mrs. Litchfield, fortun- 
ately, had kept her records in a 
"lard can" and was able to file 
her tax returns and pay the taxes. 
"I had always thought social 
security was for salaried peo- 
ple," she said. 

Not long afterwards Mrs. 
Litchfield was the proud recip- 
ient of her first social security 
check which includes twelve 
months retroactive benefits. 

Mrs. Litchfield has lived in 
Knotts Island, North Carolina 
most of her life although she was

land when she married her late 
husband. She helped her hus- 
band build their house in which 
she still lives. *H drove more 
nails than he did" she said. 

Mrs. Litchfield, in addition to 
operatng a boarding and nursing 
home has worked as a practical 
nurse and as a midwife. "I de- 
livered 372 babies and never lost 
a one," she said. She did explain 
that one died later from birth 
defects. She delivered babies 
from the time she was age \& 
until she was 64 years old when 
she gave that activity up. She 
now is licensed as a boarding 
home operator and she explained 
that she only handles cases now 
where the people can walk to the 
table for their meals. "I'm get- 
ting too old to turn patients 
over in bed," she said. 

Mrs. Litchfield still does all 
her washing, ironing, cooking 
and sewing for her "patients". 
She hasn't had a doctor for her- 
self since 1932. "I guess the 
good Lord has blessed me with 
good health so I can help others" 
she said. Mrs. Litchfield said she 
will work as long as she can and 
then "my social security will keep 
me off charity".

The 
platter of tender meat cubes to 
be fried should be close at hand. 

Rules of good meat buyman- 
ship are as important when se- 
lecting your meat for fondue-ing 
as for all other beef dishes. A 
reliable brand with the two most 
trusted words in meat starts you 
on the way to tender, juicy beef 
fondue.

"TURNING" OF GRAIN 
BY HAND CAN BE 
REPLACED BY AERATION 

Years a«o farmers had to la- 
boriously "turn" grain by hand 
to remove hot spots. This prac- 
tice has been replaced by aera- 
tion. 

Aeration is simply a matter of 
forcing air through the grain, 
but this cools the grain and 
equalizes temperatures within 
die bin. It also removes storage 
odors, retards mold growth, re- 
duces insect activity, and pre- 
vents a build-up of moisture in 
the top center of the bin. 

1 Grain drying removes mois- 
ture by forcing large amounts of 
air through it. Aeration is not 
used to dry grain, but mainly to 
cool it, and only a small air flow 
is needed. 

Moisture accumulation is a 
problem in large storage bins. 
Warm grain in storage loses heat 
slowly as cold weather ap- 
proaches. Grain at the surface 



and next to side walls cools 
first. The center of the mass re- 
mains warm. These temperature 
differences set up air movement 
in the stored grain. 

Cool air near side walls 
moves downward and into the 
warm grain at the center of the 
bin. As the air becomes warm, 
it rises, picking up moisture as 
it moves upward. When this 
warm, moist air reaches cold 
grain at the surface, condensa- 
tion may occur. If this happens, 
spoilage can be expected. 

This can be prevented by 
aeration to equalize tempera- 
tures of grain throughout the 
storage bin. When temoeratures 
are equalized, moisture migra- 
tion cannot take place. 

A motor and fan unit is the 
heart of a grain aeration system - 
A duct sustem distributes the 
air. An air flow of-only one-fifth 
to one-twentieth cubic foot per 
minute per bushel is adequate 
for aeration. That's only a frac- 
tion of the air flow needed to 
dry grain. A large storage bin 
can be aerated with a small mo- 
tor and fan unit. 

The aeration fan should run 
when the air temperature is 10 
to 20 degrees below the grain 
temperature and when relative 
humidity is between SO and 75 
percent. The object is to cool the 
grain mass to SO degrees. When 
this temperature is reached, the 
system is operated a few hours 
each week to remove odors.
